ADMIRAL DEWEY'S 
WIDOW, 80, DIES 
IN WASHINGTON 


Succumbs Suddenly in 
House Where Husband, 
Hero cf Manila Bay, Ex- 
pired 14 Years Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Mrs. 
George Dewey, widow of Admiral 
Dewey, hero of Manila Bay, died 
unexpectedly at her home here to- 
day. Her health had been poor 
for some time. A stroke of paraly- 
sis, early this afternoon, caused 
death. 

Mrs. Dewey was a daughter of 
Mr. and drs. Washington McLean 
of Cincinnati, and a sister of the 
late John R. McLean, owner an‘ 
publisher of the Cincinnati In- 
quirer and the Washington Post, 
for many years. She first was 
married to Gen. W. B. Hazen, UL. 
S. A., who distinguished himself 
in the Civil War. In 1899, after 
the Spanish-American War, she 
was married to Admiral Dewey. 

Admirers of Admiral Dewey, in 
their enthusiasm, for his brilliant 
service at Manila Bay, contributed 
funds for the purchase of a home 
Rhode Islan@ avenue. Soon 
after his marriage to Mrs.. Hazen, 
Admiral Dewey gave the newly do- 
nated home to his bride. This 
caused severe criticism from many 
of the persons who had helped to 
buy the place. Later, the Deweys 
moved to a larger house at Six- 
teenth and K streets, where she 
lived until her death. 

Admiral and Mrs. Dewey enter- 
tained extensively during the last 
years of his life, and were popular 
in ‘Washington society. 
Dewey was ambitious for her dis- 
tinguished husband and, it is said, 
she was responsible for several 
movements to have him nominated 
for the presidency. 

She died in the home where Ad- 
miral Dewey died 14 years ago—the 
home that was a surprise gift from 
her father on the occasion of her 
first marriage during ‘the Grant 
administration. It had become al- 
most a museum of the Spanish- 
American War, with the rarest of 
the Dewey relics on display. 

Always regal, but a semi-invalid, 
the Admiral’s widow had ceased 
her social activities when the Prince 
of Wales requested an audience on 
his last visit here in 1924. She 
had trotted him on her knee as a 
child in Buckingham Palace. And 
for him she broke her rigid retire- 
ment rule, in a very stately and 
very exclusive party—just tne 
Prince and his escorts to tea, On 
that occasion, she described to him 
the knee-trotting episode, inform- 
ing him that when she had com- 
plimented his fine clothes he had 
airily answered: “We're not always 
this dressed up.” 

Mrs. Dewey would never dress 
in the mode, but chose instead al- 
ways to wear the tight basque ta- 
pering to a point in front and the 
bouffant skirts of an earlier day 
of fashion. Often her diamond 
necklaces were worn under the rare 
laces of her collars. 

Her closest friends, Mrs. U. 8. 
Grant,. Mrs. Potter Palmer and 
Mrs. Jack Gardner of Boston, al! 
died before her. 

She was 80 years old last April. 
She is survived by a nephew, Ed- 
ward B. McLean, publisher of the 
Washington Post; by a grand- 
nephew, Frederick McLean Bugher 
of Washington and by a stepson, 
George Dewey of Chicago. 

The funeral arrangements have 
not n completed. Admiral 
Dewey was buried at Arlington, 
but. the body later was removed 
to a vault in Betilehem Chapel, in 
the Washington Cathedral. 
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STRANGED WIFE 


Mrs. Wilma Snodgrass Says 
Husband, Martin, Killed 
Himself — Pistol Found 
on Floor of Auto. | 


FORCED INTO CAR,’ 
WOMAN ASSERTS 


Friend Follows With Police- 
man in Another Machine 
but They Overtake First 
Car Too Late. 


Martin Snodgrass, 26-year-old 
driver for the Pevely Dairy Co., 
forced his estranged wife into an 
automobile at the point of a pistol 
last night, Mrs. Snodgrass told po- 
lice, and driving to Grand boule- 
vard and Chouteau avenue, shot 
and killed himself. . 

A policeman, attracted by Mrs. 
Snodgrass’ screams, juinped to the 
running board. of the rented coupe, 
which was ming slowly across 
Grand boulevard on Chouteau av- 
enue, and steered it to the curb. 
He found Snodgrass dead and 
slumped over the wheel. 

He had been shot through the 
heart. A smal} caliber pistol, with 
a single discharged cartridge, lay 
on the car floor. 

Snodgrass drove up beside his 
wife and Miss Viola Frank, 16 
years old, 4605 Delor street, at 
Gravois avenue and Delor § street, 
Mrs. Snodgrass told police, He 
stopped, she. said, alighted and 
pointed a pistol at her explaining: 
“Get in and don’t make a crooked 
move or I'll shoot you.” 

She Gets in Car, 


“IT didn’t want to get in,” she 
continued, “‘but I didi He didn’t 
say anything more. He drove 


down to Grand and Chouteau and 
shot himself.” 

Just at the time of the shooting, 
Miss Frank arrived at the scene 
in an automobile, the driver of 
which she hailed when Mrs. Snod- 
grass was abducted, telling - him: 
“Follow that car. There’s a man 
in it who’s threatened to kill his 
wife and he’s got her with him.” 

A policeman whom they picked 
up at Boyle and Manchester ave- 
nues, jumped out of the car and 
ran up to Snodgrass’ rented coupe, 
arriving just a moment after the 
shot was fired. He was Patrolman 
Clyde Rawlings, of.the Central Dis- 
trict. 


Friend Tclls of Threat. 


Miss Frank told police that she 
and Mrs. Snodgrass, who alsuv had 
been living at the Delor street ad- 
dress, were taking Miss Frank’s 
9-year-old niece to a motion pic- 
ture show when Snodgrass drove 
up. They gave the chilqJ some 
money and told her-to go on, Miss 
Frank said, promising to meet her 
later. 

She also said that several days 
ago when she went to the Caro- 
line street address to get § Mrs. 
Snodgiass’ clothes, Snodgrass told 
her: “You can tell Wilma I’m go- 
ing to kill her the next time I sce 
her.”’ 

Mrs. Snodgrass said she and 
her husband were married three 
years ago in Chester, Hil., and for- 
merly lived in Coulterville, Ii. 
They have been separated several 
times, she said, the most recent 
separation occurring last Saturday 
night when Snodgrass struck her 
in the course of a quarrel. 


GERMAN UNIVERSITY SFUDENT ' 
IS KILLED IN FENCING BOUT 


Slips and Falls Onto Opponent’s 
Sword; His Chest Pierced by 
Weapon. 

BERLIN, Feb. 21.—The death of 
a student at Darmstadt as a result 
of a fencing bout has drawn atten- 
tion to the fact that while such 


meetings are forbidden by § law, 
they still go on. The student, 
named Tomcak slipped and fell 


on his opponents’ sword and bled 
to death as the result of a deep 
chest wound. The opponent and 
his second surrendered and au- 
thorities ordered an investigation. 

The fencing bout was like the 
many that are fought regularly in 
German universities, as required 
under the rules of certain fraterni- 
ties. In Berlin alone there are 
more than a dozen corps that meet 
once a week secretly for regular 
duels. They are social bodies and 
membership in them is an honor. 

The criminal code, adopted after 
the 1918 revolution, holds dueling 
an assault with lethal weapon, but 
few courts have construed it in 
this way. Opponents of fending 
‘have agitated for its abolition. Re- 
cently. a court at Munich sentenced 
a student who had killed a col- 
league in a duel to two years in a 
fortress.

WASHINGTON, Feb.* 21.—The 
War Department today commend- 
ed officially one of its officers for 
his tribute to his dead mother. 
The officer was Lieutenant-Colonel 
Harold J. Weeks, Chattanooga, 
Tenn. His mother was Julia Shoe- 
maker Weeks, daughter of an 
army officer, who went to the 
frontier in 1871 as the wife of an 
army Lieutenant. 

Col. Weeks after his mother’s re- 
cent death wrote a brief obituary 
of her life for a publication devot- 
ed to service activities: It came 
to the attention of Secretary of 
War Hurley. 

“Never in her life did I hear the 
word ‘can’t’ come from her .ps,”’ 
Col. Weeks wrote. ‘Tears, - yes, 
but only tears that mourned the 
dead, who could not be with her to 
watch over the growing brood. 
. »« + She sent the only son old 
enough away to serve in the Philip- 
pines. When next her country 
called she sent two sons to France 
and four were in army camps at 
home. No heroics, no pictures of 
‘the gallant mother,’ no looking for 
sympathy, just duty as the tradi- 
tion . . . May the sons be worthy 
of the life Julia Shoemaker Weeks 
gave to her country.” 

Secretary. Hurley wrote the 
Colonel that the tribute made a 
deep impression upon him. 


SON ASKS TO BE EXECUTED 
IN PLACE OF HIS FATHER

28 BURMESE VILLAGERS — 
REPORTED KILLED IN FIGHT 


Clashes with Police Occur in Dis- 
trict Where British Put Down 
Revolt Last Month. 

RANGOON, Burma, Feb. 21. — 
Twenty-five Burmese villagers were 
killed Thursday in a clash between: 
40 military police and 400 residents 
of Zaingthwe, near Tharawaddy, 
according’ to dispatches received 
here today. 

Another report said three vil- 
lagers were killed in the Henzada 
district when a party of 50 made 
an attack upon an official accom- 
panied by armed policemen, Sev- 
eral other clashes have been re- 
ported from Various points in Bur- 
ma during the last fortnight. 

Tharawaddy was the center of 
an insurrection which was put 
down by the British authorities at 
the beginning of January. The dis- 
affected area is about 80 miles 
northwest of Rangoon.

Neither an Increase in 
Taxes Nor an Extra Ses- 
sion Will Be Necessary, 
Leaders Agree. : 


$112,000,000 ADDED 
TO.NAVY SUPPLY BILL 


Not a Single Penny Lacking 
to Meet Loan Plans, Says 
Vandenberg — Johnson 
Comments. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Con- 
fident of enacting the veterans’ 


loan bill over the forthcoming veto 
of President Hoover, Senate advo- 
cates today made available addi- 
tional funds to safeguard against 
complaint that the cost of the leg- 
islation could not be met. 

‘ Senator Vandenberg (Rep), 
Michigan, told the Senate a reser- 
voir of $785.000,000 already was 
available in the Treasury for meet- 
ing the obligations of the loans. 
However, he obtained an amend- 
ment to the naval supply bill mak- 
ing an addition $112,000,000 al- 
ready voted to the Government in- 
surance fund available by July 1. 

Rumors that the President in his 
veto message on the bill might de- 
clare an extra session of Congress 
necessary to raise funds for meet- 
ing the obligation stirred the ad- 
vocates to action. 

In the debate, Chairman Smoot 
of the Senate Finance Committee 
who opposed the veterans’ loan 
measure told the Senate he did not 
think the legislation would involve 
an increase in taxes or make neces- 
sary an extra session of Congress. 

“In Some Official Quarters.”’ 

Vandenberg in proposing his 
amendment to the naval bill said 
“a new myth is growing up to the 
effect that Congress has author- 
ized loans without adequate reser- 
voir for paying them.” 

Replying to Senator Johnson 
(Rep.), California, the Michigan 
Senator asserted “not a single pen- 
ny is lacking to meet all the loan 
plans.”’ 

“Then F take it,” said Johnson, 
“there has: been utter gross mis- 
representation in some official 
quarters and in the press regard- 
ing the mathematics of this legis- 
lation.”’ 


Vandénberg added that in his 
judgment the loan bill, allowing 
World War veterans to’ borrow 


half the face value of their ad- 
justed service certificates would 
not involve a bond issue by the 
Treasury nor an increase in taxes. 

The $112,000,000 which the Sen- 
ate voted to make available on 
July 1 was money appropriated to 
the insurance fund in the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau and would have be- 
came available the beginning of 
next year. 

With the over $785,000,000 in 
securilfies on deposit in the Treas- 
ury for the adjusted service fund, 
Senator Vandenberg estimated this 
would be more than twice enough 
to meet the cost of the legislation. 

Doubtful of Extra Session. 

Senator Reed (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, who yesterday was informed 
by the President that he would 
veto the loan bill said nothing had 
been indicated to him of an in- 
tention by Hoover to call an ex- 
tra session. He went furthér and 
stated he did not think an extra 
séssion would be necessary if th 
measure was enacted. : 

Convinced that the overwhelming 
majorities for the bill in both the 
Senate and House would’ show a 
eg Nn majority on over-riding 
the veto, leaders sent word to the 
Veterans’ Bureau to prepare for 
administering the law. 

The measure allows World War 
veterans to borrow half the face 
value of their bonus insurance cer- 
tificates—an average of $500 to 
each of the 3,400,009 former serv- 
ice men. 


UNION ELECTRIC DAM AT 
BAGNELL NOW HOLDING WATER 


Completion of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. dam across 
the Osage River at Bagnell, Mo., 
has so far progressed as to permit 
the impounding of water, it was 
announced yesterday by Frank J. 
Boehm, vice president of the com- 
pany. The dam is the nucleus of a 
$33,000,000 power projéct soon ‘to 
be completed. 

During the slow process of fill- 
ing the extensive lake which the 
dam will create, and the rise of the 
water to a level where it will make 
possible the generation of power, 
equipment of the producing plant 
will be installed. : 

The completed lake will be about 
125 miles long, with a store line of 
about 1500 miles. Power generat- 
ed at the dam will be carried by 
transmission lines to St. Louis and 
will be used to operate the mines

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POSING AS DRY AGENTS 


Hold Up Saloonkeeper and 
Companion on Street _ 


in Madison. 


George Evangeloff, saloonkeeper 
at 1244 Madison avenue, Madison, 
was robbed of $1900 in cash yes- 
terday by three men who held up 


Evangeloff and a companion at 
Thirteenth and G streets, Madison, 
and drove them to an abandoned 
amusement park three miles away. 

With N. V. Marcovsky, a grocer, 
Evangeloff was returning from a 
Granite City bank with money to 
cash payroll checks for customers, 
when his automobile was crowded 
to the curb by another car. 

Two of the three men alighted 
from the robber’s car. One dis- 
played a badge and announced he 
was a prohibition agent as’ they 
drew revolvers and ordered Evan- 
geloff and Marcovsky to the rear 
seat. 

They then drove to Eagle Park, 
south of Madison, where they took 
Evangeloff’s money and automobile 
keys.

Former First Lady Uses Bottle of 
Water for Launching Ceremony 
at Newport News.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Feb. 21. 
—With a bottle of water from a 
little river that flows through the 
farm at Plymouth, Vt., where Cal- 


liner President Coolidge, one of the 
two largest ships ever built in this 
country for the American Merchant 
Marine, was christened by Mrs.

MENA! S OVERRUN 
BY HUNGRY PEASANT 


Demands for Food Partly 
Granted; Police Quell Out- 
breaks; American Shot. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICALI, Lower California, 
Feb. 21.—Hungry men, women and 
children, peasants of the cotton 
fields, driven from their work by 
a week of rain, milled through this 
border city today crying for food. 

Along the rough dirt 
squads of soldiers and police 
watched constantly to keep a tense 
situation in check. Up in the 
rambling palace of Gov. Louis 
Trejo y Lerdo de Tejada, execu- 
tives cast an anxious eye upon the 
mutterings of the populace and 
sought relief for the penniless 
throng. 

Fears of violence were aggra- 
vated by three spasmodic demon- 
strations which battalions of sol- 
diers quelled quickly. An Amer- 
ican, Pearly Matthews, suspected 
of an attempt to steal food, failed 
to obey a police command to halt 
and was shot down. A Mexican 
was- wounded. Both will recover. 

A crowd of the hungry gathered 
before a large grocery and demand- 
ed food. Three hundred packages 
of beans were distributed. The cry 
for ‘‘more”’ spread and soldiers 
hastened to the scene. 

Later, a number of the. crowd 
picked out another store, and 
shouted loud demands for some- 
thing to eat. The frightened pro- 
prietor gave out food until the 
throng became too large and he 
called for military aid. 

Gov. de Tejada issued an ulilti- 
matum requiring all ranches, bars. 
gambling halls, mills and other 
businesses to discharge American 
employes and replace them with 
Mexican help. Numerous Ameri- 
cans were thrown out of work and 
American owners of businesses 
in the city were stopped at the bor- 
der and refused entry from Ca- 
lexico, sister city in the United 
States. 

At Hechicera, 35 miles east of 
Mexicali, an acute situation de- 
veloped. Two hundred anda fifty 
men, reports said, had lived for a 
week on milo maize. 

The crowd was in strange con- 
trast to the usual groups of rev- 
elers. The city with about 15,000 
population, is a week-end retreat 
for many from the United States.

BAR ASSOCIATION CALLED 
TO CONSIDER LEMON’S PART 
IN RESTORING BANK LOOT 


TTORNEY JOSEPH L. LE- 
MON’S action in restoring 


the stolen bonds to the 
Grand National Bank will be 
considered by the executive 


committee of the St. Louis Bar 
Association at a meeting at 
12:30 p. m. tomorrow at the 
American Hotel. 

In calling the meeting Ed- 
ward J. McCullen, president of 
the Bar Association and chair- 
man of the executive commit- 
tee, said: 

“T feel it is proper for the ex- 
ecutive committee to consider 
what action, if any, should be 
taken by the Bar Association in 
the matter of the return of} 
stolen bonds through an attor- 


ney to the Grand National 
Bank.” 
Obviously the only action 


which the Bar Association could 
consider would be the disbar- 


ment of Lemon, his expulsion 
from the Bar Association, or 
both. 

Members of the Executive 
Committee of the Bar Associa- 
tion, besides Chairman McCul- 


len, are James J. Seeley, Ed-j}. 
ward Ferrenbach, Robert Surk- 
ham, Fred L. English, Daniel 
N. Kirby, A. B. Frey and Jacob 
M. Lashly. 


A well-known lawyer, who would 
not permit his name to be. used, 
told the Post-Dispatch yesterday 
that Joseph L. Lemon, a member 
of the State Legislature, who re- 
covered $822,000 in stolen bonds 
for the Grand National Bank, act- 
ed as attorney for the bank's in- 
surance company. 

He said further that Lemon be- 
gan negotiations for recovery of 
the loot about two months ago and 
received the bonds about Jan. 8 
at a point in Illinois less than an 
hour’s ride by automobile from 
the First National Bank, where the 
bonds were placed in a safety de- 
posit vault pending completion of 
the transaction. 

Lawyer's Fee Said to Be $15,000. 

The Post-Dispatch also learned 
from a reliable source that Lemon 
received as his fee $15,000 of the 
$140,000 reward paid by the Grand 
National Bank. The bonds were 
delivered Friday to Ed Mays, pres- 
ident of the Grand National, by 
Emmett’ M. Myers, resident vice 
president of the Fidelity & Deposit 
Co. of Maryland who received them 
from Lemon. 

The story of the essential facts 
is simply this, said the lawyer, 
talking to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er: 

“A long time before Christmas, 
the Fidelity and Deposit Co. of 


Maryland, which had paid $126,< . 


000 insurance to the Grand Nation- 
al Bank on its loss in the robbery 
of last May, received an anonymous 
telephone call from a man who 
said he had possession of the stolen 
bonds or was able to arrange for 
their return to the bank. 

“Thies man asked the insurance 
company to designate a lawyer to

WASHINGTON, Feb. °1.—The 
compromise Muscle Shoals bill, 
proposing Governmental manufac- 
ture and distribution of, hydro- 
clectric power, will be in the hands 
of President Floover by Monday 
night or Tuesday under plans for- 
inulated today by Senate leaders. 

Senate approval of the measure, 
which passed the House yesterday, 
"16 to 153, was virtually conceded 
by its opponents. 

Despite assertions from the 
White House that the President 
has not yet studied the bill, how- 
ever, the belief prevailed among 
members of Congress that he will 
veto it. 

In its provisions for manufacture 
and sale of power, the bill is simi- 
lar to the one which was pocket- 
vetoed by former President Cool- 
idge. President Hoover’ could 
pocket veto the present measure by 
taking uno action on it prior to 
the adjournment of Congress March 


Much Discussion Unlikely. 

Republican leaders planned to- 
day to call the conference report 
up Monday and if necessary ask 
for limitation on debate. They felt 
the limitation might not be neces- 
sary, however, in view of an ap- 
parent disposition on the part of 
opponents to let the measure g0 
to the White House without much 
discussion. 

The pending bill is a compromise 
proposal for operation of the Gov-

The Government would operate 
the power plant and distribute the 
electricity through it own transmis- 
sion lines, selling it preferentially 
to municipalities. 

400,000 Primary Horsepower. 

The Government also would con- 
struct a new dam at Cove Creek 
on the Clinch River in Tennessee 
ut an estimated cost of $35,000,000, 
which, in addition to improving 
navigation and aiding in flood con- 
trol, would make the capacity of 
Muscle Shoals between 400,000 and 
500,000 primary horsepower. 

The compromise feature of the 
bill provides for lease of the ni- 
trate plants for production of fer- 
tilizer if,a lessee can be found 
within a year. Otherwise the Gov- 
ernment would use the plants for 
experimental manufacture of fer- 
tilizer,

represent it, who, upon investiga- 
tion, would be determined to be a 
‘square shooter,’ and who would 
not ‘use the double-cross.’ 

‘This man by telephone informed 
the. insurance company that the 
robbers did not have a lawyer. 

“The anonymous telephone caller 
was directed by the insurance com- 
pany to call again in about a week, 
in the course of which time a aw- 
yer would be chosen. However, 
eight weeks elapsed before the in- 
surance company received another 
call about the stolen bonds. 

“In the meantime Lemon had 
been retained by the insurance 
company as its legal representa- 
tive. When the man who said he 
could arrange for return of the 
bonds telephoned again, the insur- 
ance ‘company gave the name of 
Lemon as that of its lawyer. 

“Shortly after that ‘Lemon re- 
ceived a telephone call, apparently 
from the same anonymous source. 
Instructions as to further contacts 
were given, the nature of which 
I do not know. I do know that 
delivery of the stolen bonds was 
made across the river in Illinois, 
in a place not more than an hour’s 
ride from St. Louis by automobile. 
The bonds were delivered about 
Jan. 8, 

“The robbers got $125,000 for 
the bonds.”’ 

Police Chief Questions Lemon. 

Lemon, a former Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney, known to his Jaw 
associates as “Dick’’ Lemon, has 
steadfastly declined to affirm or 
deny that he had a part in the re- 
covery of the loot. He voluntarily 
appeared before Chief of Police 
Gerk yesterday and reiterated his 
previous statement that, if he had 
anything to do with the transac- 
tion, he would be bound to silence 
because of the secrecy that sur- 
rounds the relationship of attor- 
ney and client. 

He was questioned by Chief of 
Police Gerk in the presence of 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser and De- 
tective-Lieutenant Coakley, but. 
supplied no information which 
might lead to the identification of 
the intermediaries between him 
and the burglars who looted the 
bank’s safety deposit vault last May 
25, taking bonds, cash, jewelry and 
stocks worth approximately $1,- 
000,000. 

Denies Representing Burglars. 

When Chief Gerk asked Lemon 
who his client was, the lawyer re- 
plied: “I will not say I had a client 
or did not have a client. If I had 
a client I would not be at liberty 
He told 
the Chief he might be free to 
answer questions later, possibly to- 
day, and repeated his assertion that 
he did not and would not represent 
criminals. 

The result of the interview bore 
out Chief Gerk’s prediction earlier 
in the day that “Mr. Lemon will 
tell me everything but what I want 
to know.” 

‘“‘He will cloak himself in the 
protective mantle of the confiden- 
tial relationship between lawyer 
and client—and he will get away 
with it,’ the Chief had said. 

Gerk Calls It “A New Racket.” 

“The retufn of stolen property 
for cash through intermediaries is 
anew racket in St. Louis, but an 
old story in the East and other 
places. The thief or thieves go to 
another person, perhaps not as 
crooked as the thief is, but in 
whom the thief has confidence, and 
who is unscrupulous enough to deal 
With thieves. Then that man will 
negotiate with a lawyer and the 
lawyer will consummate the deal.” 

Lemon, who has law offices in 
the Telephone building, was elect- 
ed in November as State Represen- 
tative for the Third St. Louis dis- 
trict. He resides at 7553 Byron 
place, Clayton, and maintains a 
voting residence at 4167 West Pine 
boulevard. Shortly after President 
Mays announced the recovery of 
the bonds Friday, Lemon boarded 
a train at Jefferson City and re- 
turned to St. Louis. | 

Police reports of the 
ing of Mays, Myers and Lemon 
concerning the recovery of the 
bonds were turned over to Circuit 
Attorney Franklin Miller yester- 
day afternoon for his perusal. 

Circuit Attorney's Position. 

Miller has. taken the position 
that there is nothing illegal in 
paying a reward for the recovery 
of stolen property, pointing out, 
however, that a promise to pro- 
tect the thieves or withhold infor- 
mation would constitute compound- 
ing a felony. “However,” he said, 
“in order to proceed before a grand 
jury. I would have to have evi- 
dence that such promises were 
made and evidence that the prom- 
ises were made in the City of St. 
Louis, inasmuch as the prosecu- 
tion must be conducted in the jur- 
isdiction in which the crime WAaSs 
committed. At present I have no 
such evidence.” 

Miller said he planned to confer 
tomorrow with Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Lennon to study the po- 
lice reports and review the statutes 
Which might concern the case, 
after which he would decide 
whether or not the grand jury 
would be asked to investigate the 
circumstances surrounding the re- 
covery of the stolen bonds. 

Lennon said last night that he 
had talked with Lemon but’ had 
refrained from questioning him in 
detail because he expected to sum- 
mon him for formal questioning 
under oath. 

Myers declared yesterday he had 
told the Circuit Attorney's office 
all he knew of the transactions 
which resulted in the return of the 
bonds. “I didn't know much and 
[I wouldn't mind if the whole 
world knew what I know,” he said. 
“I told the Circuit Attorney and the 
police, because they have a right 
to know. If they want to make 
it public, it's up to them.” 

In the conversation, Myers dis- 
closed that “it was represented that 
the robbers were a bunch of Chi-

$956,000 LOSS CUT TO 
$975,000 BY RECOVERY 
OF STOLEN SECURITIES 


ITH the recovery of bonds 
stolen in the Grand Na- 
tional Bank burglary, the 
net loss to the bank, its insur- 
ance company and its custom- 
ers is reduced from $956,800 to 
$275,000, according to figures 
now available. 

Tabulation of estimates fixes 
the bank's net loss at approxi- 
mately $133,000; customers’ 
losses at $92,000, and the Fi- 
delity & Deposit Co.’s loss at 
$50,000. 

The bank lost $43,000 in cash 
in the burglary and paid $140,- 
000 as a reward for the return 
of the bonds. It expects to re- 
tain $50,000 of the $125,000 
which the Fidelity & Deposit Co. 
paid on a burglary insurance 
policy. 

The bank’s customers lost 
$31,000 in cash and $61,000 in 
jewelry. | 

The robbers apparently got 
about $260,000, divided $74,000 
cash stolen in the burglary. 
$125,000 cash from the reward 
and jewelry valued at $61,000. 
Joseph L. Lemon, who acted 
for the insurance company in 
recovering the bonds, is said to 
have received $15,000 of the 
reward as his fee.

that the bonds be delivered here. 
Whether they changed their plans, 
I don’t know.” 

“The details are not of public 
interest, although they might satis- 
fy the morbid curiosity of some 
people,” he remarked. “The im- 
portant thing is that this big bunch 
of bonds is back and it has been 
demonstrated that you can’t sell 
stolen bonds.”’ 

Myers declared that Alonzo A. 
Alexander, counsel for his com- 
pany, knew nothing about the re- 
turn of the bonds, but declined to 
state whether or not Lemon had 
been employed. He asserted he 
would pay a reward of $1000 for 
apprehension of the bank burglars 
“for the personal satisfaction of 
seeing them caught,” but comment- 
ed on the difficulty of conviction 
with no one but a Negro porter 
to identify them. 

When it was pointed out that by 
tracing each person who had the 
bonds, the authorities finally would 


arrive at the bufglars, Myers said: 


“Well, they might do that. but I 
don’t think the bonds have been in 
the hands of the robbers for sev- 
eral months.’”’ 

Myers said that at one time the 
insurance company agreed to pay 
10 per cent of any reward paid for 
return of the stolen securities, in- 
asmuch as it had paid the bank 
$125,000 under a burglary insur- 
ance policy. About.a third of this 
amount would be returned, he said, 
since the bank's securities had 


been recovered. 

President Mays, however, esti- 
mated in an interview that about 
$75,000 would be refunded. The 
insurance company, he said, had 
never agreed to pay any part of 
the reward and the entire expense 
of this would be borne by the bank. 

Why Facts Were Withheld. 

Asked if he had withheld an- 
nouncement of the return of the 
bonds in order to set a trap for 
the robbers, Mays replied: ‘Well, 
to set a trap for anybody, for any 
crook that might be in between 
the robbers and the bonds. We 
wanted to see if anybody was talk- 


ing. From your paper it appeared 
that somebody was talking. That 
was g00d information and we 


thank you for it.” 

The Post-Dispatch on Jan. 28 
published exclusively the news that 
negotiations were nearing a suc- 
cessful conclusion with an ar- 
rangement whereby’ the bonds 
would be placed in a safe deposit 
box in a downtown bank and the 
Grand National would pay a re- 
ward of 15 per cent, approximate- 
ly $120,000, through Myers. Mays 
at that time admitted negotiations 
were in progress but denials were 
nade by others involved. 

Chief Gerk said yesterday that 
he had heard a month ago that 
negotiations were under Way and 
had his men interview Myers, Mays 
and attorneys for the insurance 
company and the bank, receiving 
only denials. The first informa- 
tion of the recovery of the bonds 
was received at Police Headquar- 
ters lriday when Mays telephoned 
requesting the service of police- 
men tO accompany him from the 
First National Bank to his own 
bank, at 3615 Olive street, “‘with 
some bonds.” Detectives, who 
were assigned to the work, ascer- 
tained the nature of the bonds and 
notified Chief of Detectives Kaiser. 


Mays Discusses Methods. 


A reporter asked Mays: “Do you | 


think, now that it’s all over, that 
you might have done better to take 
the police into your confidence ard 
try to catch the robbers as well as 
to get the bonds back?” 


Mays replied: “We did and the 
police wouldn't take us into their 
confidence. They got a letter from. 
a man who said he saw the rob- 
bers coming out of the alley be- 
hind the bank. They didn’t tell us 
anything about it and we didn’t 
know about it until it was pub- 
lished in the newspapers, six 
morths later.” 

Chief Gerk, asked if he thought 
the Police Department could have 
trapped the robbers if they had 
been taken secretly into the nego- 
tiations, said he did not know. 

What the Robbers Got. 

During the weeks that the recov- 
ery of the bonds was concealed, it 
was rumored in the underworld, as 
published in the Post-Dispatch, 
Feb. 11, that the bonds had passed 
out of the hands of the robbers 
and were in a safe place, and that 
the robbers had been paid. It was 
told at that time that the robbers 


had retained the stolen cash, about 


$74,000 and the stolen jewelry, 
worth about $61,000, destroying 
stock certificates which can be re- 
placed with duplicates with the 
$125,000 reward paid for the re- 
covery of the stolen bonds the rob- 
bers got about $260,000 by the ar- 
rangement. 

| Officers of the Grand National 
Bank approached the heaviest 
losers of bonds, asking them to 
agree to pay a 15 per cent “restor- 
ation charge’’ and abandon suits 
which had been filed on the 
grounds that the bank was negli- 
gent in failing properly to safe- 
guard its safe deposit vault against 
burglary. One or two losers ac- 
cepted these teymis and others re- 
fused, so that this plan was 
dropped and thy bank decided to 
pay the reward. 

On the basis of 15 per cent of 
$822,000 in bonds, “the reward 
would have been $123.300, which 
was $1700 less than the robbers 
actually received. Shortly after 
the burglary the bank had offered 
a 10 per cent reward for the return 
of all or part of the loot.

standing efforts of Coast Guard, 
Customs and Prohibition forces, 
foreign liquors are available in 
large quantities. 

Conditions in Indiana were de- 
scribed as “‘very bad,” with “liquor 
violations constituting the largest 
class numerically of any one other 
class of violation” and with drink- 
ing prevalent among minor boys 
and the so-called middle or better 
class of adults. 

The report upon Arkansas said 
fllicit distilling was general 
throughout the Ozarks and that 
conditions along the Mississippi 
River were most unwholesome. 

It was in these six states that 
the reports before the Senate pic- 
tured by far the worst ccnditions 
arising under the dry laws. In the 
remaining 26 states, although the 
presence of large quantities of il- 


> 


licit liquor was noted, there was 
little caustic comment as to the 
results of prohibition. 

The 11 states, in which condi- 
tions generally were described as 
satisfactory, were Virginia, Ari- 
zona, Alabama, Michigan, Maine, 
North Dakota, Idaho, West Vir- 
ginia, Georgia, New Mexico and 
South Carolina. 

Virginia Forces Co-Operate, 

Of Virginia, it was said that, 
with the exception of the police 
chiefs of two cities, officials were 
agreed that their forces work in 
harmony and co-operate about 100 
per cent. 

In Arizona the commission in- 
vestigator was told by one prohibi- 
tion official that the State was bone 
dry, but others’ testified some 
liquor was being smuggled in from 
Mexico. 

Another report said Alabama 
conditions were improving and that 
the state was progressing under 
prohibition. 

Maine was said to have excellent 
dry law conditions, with the ex- 
ception of Bar Harbor, where 
society people were said to create 
an attractive market. 

15 States Listed as Lax. 

The 15 states in which reports 
described conditions as ranging 
from generally satisfactory to gen- 


erally lax were Missouri, lowa, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, North 
Carolina, |. Wyoming, Mississippi, 


Ohio, Vermont, Texas, Pennsylva- 
nia, Tennessee, Kansas, Minnesota 
and Utah. 

In Texas conditions in the north- 
ern districts were labeled ‘“‘gener- 
ally satisfactory,” but those in 
some Southern sections were char- 
acterized as extremely bad, with 
liquor plentiful and enforcement 
organizations inadequate. 

“Plenty of good moderate priced 
liquor is available both in’ Fort 
Worth and Dallas,” the report said. 
“Foreign liquor is likewise availa- 
ble, but in small quantities and at 
higher prices.”

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PERUVIAN GARRISON 


Part of Troops at Arequipa in 
Uprising, Seeking Leguia’s 
Return to Power. 

By the Associated Prcs.. 

LIMA, Peru, Feb. 21.—The Gov- 
ernment announced tonight that a 
revolutionary movement, which 
was suppressed yesterday at Callao, 
had ramifications. through other 
parts of the republic, with part of 
the military garrison revolting at 
Arequipa and now facing an at- 
tack by loyal forces. 

An official statement declared 
that the movement was headed by 
officers seeking a return to power 
of Augusto B. Leguia, the deposed 
President, now in the national pen- 
itentiary, and some civilians also 
affiliated with the Leguliaistas. 

Troops from Tacna, Cuzco and 
Puno are said to be marching 
against Arequipa, while Mollendo, 
the fort controlling Arequipa’s 
trade, and the Arequipa airport 
have been closed. 

In the meantime, 39 prisoners 
are held for their part in the 
short-lived revolt that broke out in 
Lima and Callao yesterday, and 
the Government declared tonight 
the authors of all uprisings would 


be punished severely. 
An uprising at Arequipa lends 


interest to the picture of revolt, 
for it was an outbreak at this city 
that placed Provisional President 
Luis M. Sanchez Cerro in power 
last year. 

Sanchez Cerro at that time was 
a Lieutenant-Colonel in the army 
and many times had been in con- 
flict with the Leguia regime. 
When he began a revolt at Are- 
quipa the movement quickly spread 
to Lima and there a military junta 
threw out the President, assuming 
power, 

Sanchez Cerro was offered a post 
in this Government but he scorned 
it and-~threatened trouble if the 
leaders of the revolt in the south 
were rot given a chance to finish 
the job they started. 

The junta yielded and, Sanchez 
Cerro flew north in an hirplane, 
receiving a wildly enthusiastic re- 
ception. He went in almost im- 
mediately as Provisional President. 

Since then there have been 
sporadic outbreaks against his rule 
but none has been successful.

“The success of it,’’ he said, “is 
bullt on the fact that it takes away 
from the private individual any 
profit.” 

The prices of liquor under the 
system, Morehead testified, are 
about.the same as before the war. 

“Is the working man pretty well 
satisfied with that 4 per cent beer 
in Sweden?” Commissioner Kenyon 
asked. 

“Oh, yes,” Morehead replied. 
“And it is not any real hardship if 
you can get the beer that you want 
and two drinks of hard liquor a 
day—that ought to satisfy a man.” 

He said there was no complaint 
of graft or corruption. “The only 
complaint is undue severity,” he 
said. 

“As a matter of fact,” he said.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Con- 
flicting views on prohibition en- 
forcement conditions in Missouri 
were reported to the Wickersham 
Commission by investigators of the 
old Prohibition Bureau, according 
to data submitted to the Senate by 
the Commission in compliance with 
the: Tydings resolution. 

In general, the investigators re- 
flected, conditions as far from sat- 
isfactory. The high lights of the 
reports follow: 

i—Judge Faris of St. Louis was 
ouoted as saying that he was “woe- 


|fully disappointed” in the prohibi- 
ition law and as questioning the 


wisdom of the Jones act. 

2—Mayor Miller was reported as 
saying that it was almost impossi- 
ble to get juries to convict persons 
making liquor in St. Louis. The 
|} Meyor was characterized as a 
“wet.” 

83—The United States Commis- 
sioner at Kansas City stated that 
the Federal Courts there upheld 
liquor seizures on “smell” and that 
he issued search warrants against 
residences without requiring evi- 
dence of a sale of intoxicants. 

4. Virtually all interviewed were 
in agreement that drinking among 
young people was increasing.

9. All Federal officials con- 
demned the proposed creation of 
Commissioners’ Courts to try minor 
prohibition cases. 

10. Commenting on the Missouri 
report, Congressman John J. Coch- 
ran of St. Louis said if reports for 
other States contained no more au- 
thentic information than that fur- 
nished by St. Louis officials it was 
no wonder that the Wickersham 
Commission’s final report to Con- 
gress was ridiculed. 

The Missouri report was dritten 
by Frederick C. Dezendorf, a senior 
attorney in the Treasury Depart- 
ment Prohibition Bureau. ‘The 
Kansas report was made by Philip 
N. Davison, a special investigator 
for the Commission, Both surveys 
were made in March, 1930, appar- 
ently by personal interviews and 
observations. 


Haley’s Administration Praised. 

Commenting on the situation in 
St. Louis, the investigator said, 
“Administrator Haley has done 
more to demand respect than any 
other administrator and has warned 
his agents against illegal and im- 
proper actions.” 

The report, while without con- 
clusions, drew a dark picture of 
drinking among young people. 
Mayor Miller told Dezendorf that, 
although the young people were 
not drinking so very much, there 
was more drinking than formerly 
by those between 17 and 20. The 
police chief at Jefferson City said 
that young people were drinking 
more in automobiles. It was a 
common thing, he said, for a 
bunch of boys and girls to go out 
and get drunk. 

Judge Reeves of Kansas City 
said there was less drinking among 
young people and school children 
than the propaganda of bootleg- 
gers made out, and Judge Otis of 
Kansas City said that, while it 
might be true that in high society 
in large cities the young people 
were drinking a great deal, he 
didn’t think the same conditions 
obtained in the small towns or the 
country. 

The Kansas investigator appar- 
ently got around more than his 
Missouri colleague. 

In “dry Kansas” the investigator 
found that most of the suphblies 
came from the “little Italy” section 
of Kansas City, Mo. 

Judge Pollock “Unsympathetic.” 

The Kansas investigator said that 
Federal Judge John C. Pollock was 
reported “as very .-unsympathetic 
in respect to liquor laws,’”’ and “as 
failing to give adequate sentences.” 

Congressman Cochran ridiculed 


the Missouri report in a statement. 


issued today, 

“The District Attorney,” he said, 
“expresses the opinion that drink- 
ing is decreasing day by day; that 
there is less drunkenness; fewer

In 
all kindness I challenge their right 
to qualify as expert witnesses on 
the subject. 

Drinking of Young Sad Part. 

“Chief of Police Gerk and the 
former Prosecuting Attorney have 
made statements that cannot be 
controverted. The sad part is the 
drinking by young men and wom- 
en. All interviewed, with the ex- 
ception of Judge Davis, referred to 
the young element drinking. ‘The 
unanimous reference to children 
indulging in intoxicating liquors 
should convince even the most 
outstanding dry that prohibition 
has done harin. 


“Millions of gallons of home 
brew, wine, and even distilled 
liquor are made in St. Louis, not 
for sale but for home consumption.

cosmic sunset is taking place 
among the stars several hundred 
trillion miles away, Dr. Frederick 
H. Sears, assistant director - of 
'Mount Wilson Observatory, has 
disclosed. 

The sunset is that of 750 stars 
in the region near the great star 
Alpha Cygni, which illuminates 
the strange nebulae called “North 
American” because its shape re- 
sembles the continent of North 
America. This sunset is revealed 
on the fringe of a great cloud of 
obscuring matter between the earth 
and the stars. 

Dr. Sears told how the colors 
had been measured and it -vas 
found that 20 per cent of these 
stars in the area measured hadi 4% 
much richer and redder light than 
the mormal. This was also traced 
in spectrum measurements by Mil- 
ton Humason, one of his assist- 
ants. 

This sunset is due to the scat- 
tering of dust particles forming a 
great cloud several hundred light 
years from the earth. A light year. 
in astronomical measurements °: 
6,000,000,000,000 miles. The ordi- 
Mary sunset seen on earth is the 
light reflections on clouds only a 
few miles distant from the earth. 

Analysis of this great cloud re- 
vealing the cosmic sunset has been 
made by Dr. Sears ‘and Miss Mary 
Cc. Joyner, ag assistant at the ob- 
servatory. Their work indicates 
this cloud among the stars is com- 
posed. in order to effect the change

000,000 a year for 10 years for the 
institutions and schools, or about 
one-fifth the prograin of the Sur- 
vey Commission.

The Symphony in 
Week’s Concerts 


EORG SZELL returns - from 
G Prague to St. Louis this week 

to assume direction of the St. 
wOuis Symphony Orchestra in the 
final quarter of its symphony sea- 
son. He will conduct five pairs of 
symphony concert programs, in the 
course of which Carlo Zecchi, Ital- 
ian pianist; Yelli D’Aranyi, Hun- 
garian violinist, and Margarethe 
Matzenauer, well-known German 
singer, will make orchestral ap- 
pearances here. 

Szell visited St. Louis for the first 
time last season and won many ad- 
mirers.. By birth a Viennese, was 
launched in music as a pianist, 
traveled in his youth as virtuoso, 
and became the protege of Rich- 
ard Strauss.

HOUGHTS of many years ago 
T pass through the mind of How- 

ard Thurston, the magician, each 
season as he comes to St. Louis to 
play his annua] engagement. This 
year these thoughts are more vivid 
than usual, as he walks about the 
city, for this is his twenty-fifth an- 
nual engagement here as the head 
of his own show. It is his silver 
anniversary, in a manner of speak- 
ing—and he has come home to 
celebrate it..For it was in St. Louis 
that he got his first start in life, 
and it was here that he began his 
magic career. 

Almost half a century ago, 
Thurston, a wandering boy—he 
had run away from his home in 
Columbus, O.—sought adventure in 
the glamorous land beyond the 
Mississippi. Riding the “blind 
baggage” he came to St. Louis. 

Now the little waif, who polished 
shoes in front of the Planters Ho- 
tel and sold newspapers on Market 
street, who often went cold and 
hungry, comes back in a cozy Pull- 
man to the town in which he 
started his career, lives while hére 
in a comfortable suite of rooms in 
dad luxurious hostelry, and is intér- 
nationally famous as a master of 
the art of magic. 

“T lived in Columbus—was born 
there—went to work there when J 
was 7 years old,’”’ says Thurst)n. 
“But Columbus was too prosaic 
for me even at that early age. I 
must have been born with an itch- 
ing foot. All during my life I haves 
had the urge to go places and see 
things. When about 10 years old I 
could resist the urge no longer. §o0 
I ran away from home and set my 
feet westward. Somehow—walk- 
ing ties, catching freights and rid- 
ing the trucks of passenger trains 
—I got to St. Louis,-and here had 
experiences as a child that are in- 
delibly impressed On my memory. 
Indeed, every street, 
every old building in downtowg St. 
Louis tells me a story.

66 SHALL never forget the cold 
| cass in winter when I stood 
around the old Planters Hote} 
with my bootblack’s tox. ~ There 
was lots of mud in the St. Louis 
streets in those days, and we got 
only a nickel for a sbine. Some- 
times it took a half an hour to get 
the ‘mud off a patron’s boots—and 
if we didn’t do a good job we 
wouldn't get our money. Sometinics 
I'd get so cold’and my nands would 
be so numb that I would have to 
give up the job before it was half 
done and sneak into a saloon and 
get thawed out before a red-hot 
stove. But between blacking shoes 
and selling papers, I used to make 
enough to get a bed at a news- 
boys’ home and buy a 15-cent din- 
ner before going to bed. 

“I got my first job in a theater 
in an old dime museum on Mar- 
ket street. So, ina way, I suppose 
I really started my  theatricai 
career in St. Louis. Even ip those 
days I was doing iittle hankv- 
panky tricks I had picked up on 
the road, and used to amuse my 
newsboy companions. Aliso, while 
here I used to sell programs at the 
races around St. Louis. 

“at one time, I had the ambition 
to be a jockey, and went from here 
to Oscaloosa, Ia., and got a job 
exercising race horses. I weighed 
105 pounds—this was too much— 
and they put me in @ barrel and 
sweated me so I would be light 
enough to ride in a race, But the 
experience made me so weak that 
I fell off the horse. So I never 
rode a race horse except in prac- 
tice, though for hk couple of sea- 
sons I followed the races around

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Per- 
sistent reports that Chairman Ras- 
kob intended to bring up the pro- 
hibition issue at the March 5 meet- 
ing of the Democratic National 
Committee caused party leaders in 
Congress. today to send out notice 
that any such move would be op- 
posed as out of order. 

Members high in Democratic 
councils have said since Raskob 
called the meetivg that. its sole 
purpose was to present to the com- 
mittee a plan for liquidating the 
$500,000 party debt before’ the 
1932 campaign gets under way. 

The antagonism to opening the 
prohibition issue at the March 
meeting is not confined to the dry 
ranks alone. Some of the mem- 
bers of Congress with wet inclina- 
tions are prepared to send word, 
also, to Raskob that they feel it 
would be a mistake to stir up this 
issue so far in advance of the pres- 
idential campaign. 

Southern Democrats are” taking 
the initiative in the protest against 
the prohibition commitment. They 
have the active support of Sena- 
tor Robinson of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader and Vice Presi- 
dential candidate with Alfred E. 
Smith in the 1928 contest. 

It is their contention that the 
National Committee fs without aw- 
thority to commit the party on is- 
sues and that such authority rests 
solely with the national conveli- 


tion 
It was known that Raskob has

TELLS OF LIQUIDATION 
OF REPUBLIC NATIONAL 


Former President, J. A. Lewis, 
in Deposition, Discusses Pool 
to Buy Sacks’ Stock. 


Why the Republic National Bank 
went into liquidation in July, 1924, 
is discussed in a deposition by its 
former president, John A. Lewis. 
The deposition, filed in ‘Circuit 
Court yesterday is to be used in a 
suit by the estate of John = F. 
O'Neil, a stockholder of the bank, 
against nine other stockholders and 
officers who entered a pool with 
O'Neil to purchase the 2356 shares 
of William Sacks, the bank’s pro- 
moter.and a member of its board 
of directors. 

The pool agreed to.pay $80 a 
share so its members would be in 
a position to sell majority control 
of the depository to the United 
States Bank, negotiations for which 
were then under way. However, 
Lewis testified, these negotiations 
failed, and the Republic National 
was later taken over by the Ameri- 
can (now the Franklin-American) 
Trust Co., Which undertook to 
liquidate the assets, at the’ same 
time assuming deposit and’ other 
liabilities. 


ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH : 


According to Lewis, the Republic 
National paid the American Trust 
about $100,000 for liquidation serv- 
ice but $20,000 of this fee was re. 


turned. “They drove a mighty 
hard bargain,” the deponent said. | 

For some time before the Re- 
public National ceased business, 
Lewis testified, it had a hard road 
to travel. 

“The bank had a lot of bad pa- 
per,” he said, “and. a somewhat 
bad reputation. -It was losing 
money every month for a year.”

Parts of Western Kansas and Ok- 
lahoma Soaked; Extensive 
Precipitation Predicted.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 21.— 
Rain, which in places turned to 
snow, was sweeping..across the 
Southwest today, bringing the first 
moisture in weeks to some drouth- 
threatened areas and offering a 
promise of relief to others.

HE 3000-mile under-ice jour- 

T= in the submarine Nautilus 

which we expect to carry out 

during next July and August has 
been rated a crazy idea. 

But, astonishing as it may 
seem, men of experience believe it 
probably will be less dangerous 
than trips I have made in planes 
over the North and South polar 
regions. In the submarine we. 
will have provision for safety and 
food for emergency to an extent 
that could not be carried by other 
means. 


First we shall cross the Atlantic, 
calling at the Azores for fuel and 
fresh food. We will travel more 
or less as a surface vessel and at 
about 10 or 11 knots. 

It might take the submarine 14 
days to reach London. We will 
nose up the Thames in as strange 
a craft as ever disturbed those his- 
toric waters. 

Tying up to the embankment, we 
will take on scientific equipment 
which is being supplied by English 
laboratories. 

This will include a strange de- 
vice in the nature of a mechanical 
fish. It has a long body and a 
gill-like mouth, through which will 
pass a continuous stream of Arctic 
water. As it passes, this water will 
be filtered through a 
sheet of muslin. 
Microscopic Life. 

This muslin band will unfold 
and collect the myriads of small 
sea life, both animal and vegetable. 
and pass it, together with the mus- 
lin, through a preserving solution. 

It will then be rolled on a spool, 
much as a photographic film is 
rolled in a camera. 

Later, scientists will unroll that 
precious record and have before 
them a complete cross-section of 
the minute life of the Arctic Ocean. 

To obtain such, a_ record has 
never been possible before. It is 
possible now only by using a sub- 
marine. 

Another addition to be made in 
London is a special attachment for 
our gyro compass. With this and 
tables we can use the gyro at the 
North Pole and make valuable sci- 
entific experiments. 

The gyro will be freed from the 
governors which ordinarily make 
it point to the geographical north, 
and then, by setting it in a knovwti 
direction, we can spin it and work 
back in our observations to the 
Pole itself. 

Leaving London, we shall head 
into the North Sea, facing per- 
haps our greatest danger, that of 
collision. The North Sea ta treach- 
erous—foggy and cold. ‘Traffic is 
heavy, but we will be operating us 
a surface boat,“keeping a keen 
lookout, and expect to cruise safe- 
ly into the picturesque bay at Ber- 
gen, Norway. | 

At Bergen we shall be joined 
by the chief of our scientific staff, 
Dr. H. U. Sverdrup, and his prin- 
cipal aids. These will .be Dr. 
Bernhard Villinger, chemist. phy- 
sicist and surgeon, and an ob- 
server detailed by the Department 
of Terrestrial Magnetism, Carnegie 
Institution of Washington. 


Sand From Sea’s Bottom. 

‘ These men already are assem- 
bling and testing the equipment 
which will enable them to bare the 
secrets of the Arctic sea. 

They will pierce its bottom with 
long, hollow tubes and bring up 
sections of deposit that might have 
taken millions of years to build. 

They will study temperatures 
and expose the peculiar combina- 


tions of water samples taken. —

Aboard the submarine at Ber- 
gen will be placed a machine which

the earth’s crust at the point 
above which we are. It will rec- 


lord with accuracy, even while we 


are under way, the slightest trem- 
or from earthquake or other earth 
movement. 

Each swing of each pendulum 
will be reflected through’ eight 
prisms, reflecting the light this 
way and that until the swings of 
all three are photographed side by 
side on a sensitive paper, which, 
when developed, will preserve for 
all time a continuous record of 
the behavior of the earth’s crust 
at the top of the world. 

At Bergen the vessel should be 
completely equipped and manned. 
We shal! then proceed _ north, 
through picturesque fiords and 
channels, heading for ice-covered 
seas 


Last Contact With Land. 


North of Norway we shall pause 
to bare our heads, and in silent 
prayer we shall honor the memory 
of that great hero and adventurer, 
the gallant Roald Amundsen, who, 
with Lincoln Ellsworth, carried 
out the first trans-Arctic journey 
in an entirely new vehicle. 

In the Norge they flew on a 
course similar to that we will take. 
Our experiences, of course, will be 
totally different. They flew in 
the moisture-laden, cloudy atmos- 
phere; we shall “swim” through 
the ice-infested seas. 

We shall probably meet scat- 
tered ice on our way to Spitzber- 
gen, but little difficulty is expected 
until we reach Green Harbor and 
attempt to enter Ice Fiord and Ad- 
vent Bay. ) 

At Advent Bay is a coal mine 
operated by hardy Norwegians, and 
upon whose hospitality we shall 
depend., Near their boats we shall 
take on the last of our supplies. 


Advent Bay is about 100 miles) 


south of the north end of Spitz- 
bergen. We shall probably fol- 
low the coast north to the end of 
that island and then swing toward 
Greenland. 

In the Greenland Strait we ex- 
pect to gather important data on 
the inflow and outflow of water 
between the Atlantic and Arctic 
Oceans. No surface vessel has 
been able to make the journey 
straight across through the ice. We 
shall have to do it in a series of 


porpoise-like dives. 


The end of Spitzbergen and the 
north coast of Greenland are lit- 
erally alive with strange sea birds, 
auks and puffins and loons and

| creatures rarely seen except in mu- 
i} seum cases. 


| Next, for the Pole! 


The area off shore northeast of 
Greenland is not known. We may 
find new islands in that vicinity. 
They will not be large and will be 
of no great importance except that 
their discovery will bring us that 
much nearer to the end of the pos- 
sibilities for discovering new land 
on this earth. 

From the northeast corner of 
Greenland we shall head out for 
the great adventure—straight for 
the North Pole. 

If things have gone well so far 
there should be no difficulty in 
reaching the Pole. 

The ice between the Pole and 
Greenland is ot particularly 
heavy. Peary found it criss-crossed 
with leads. But it will not make 
much difference to us if it is scat- 
tered or solid, for we will travel 
beneath it. 

From Greenland on, we will not 
enter any trials of strength with 
the ice. No force controlled by 
man could contend with the frozen 
masses. We shall treat it with re- 
spect by keeping well out of its 
way; tickling its under side only 
with our long, fin-like guide arm 
and nipping into it only once dafly 
when we need to come to the sur- 
face for air and to make our scien- 
tific observations, 

Crawling slowly beneath the ice 
will be as mysterious a method of 
investigation as any that has ever 
thrilled a reader of detective tales.. 

Weird, pale blue lights will filter 
through our fused quartz window, 
recording their exact strength and 
quality as they penetrate. 

A photo-electric cell instrument, 
slung benegth the crystals, will give 
us a continuous record of the ice 
conditions, This will be checked 
with the depth indicators and the 
erratic movement of our trailing 
fin as it follows the exact contour 
of the ice. 


Ocean’s Depth by Echo. 

Simultaneously, we will be re- 
cording the depths of the ocean. 
Six times a minute a signal oper- 
ated by electricity will reach the 
bottom, to echo back and record 
the depth on our chart. 

An observer, or perhaps two, 
will remain with their eyes gived 
to the eye-piece of the submarine, 
‘noting and recording all those 
| things too great or too elusive to be 
caught in the net of the continuous 
recorder of Plankton (minute ani- 
mal life).

The ice, we expect, will be 2 to 
20 feet thick. I can imagine the 
astonished stare of a basking seal 
atop the ice when he sees our 
round, red, hollow, tongue-like 
drill pop out of the ice. 

Through this hollow drill will 
emerge the scientists who work on 
the surface — the mMagnetician 
meteorologist and photographers,

The others, in the submarine, by 
cpening the door in the airtight 
diving compartment can carry out 
their deep-sea work through the 
bottom of the boat. 

At the same time, the engineers 
and the electricians will be busy. 
The two 5600-horsepower engines 
will be started and the batteries 
will be charged. The wireless oper- 
ators will carry out their portable 
antennae and erect them upon the 
ice. Then, while the messages are 
leaving the aerial on top, the in- 
struments and the men will be in 
the vessel below. 

The cook will have his hands 
full, The Arctic temperatures en- 
courage great appetites. Men 
standing watch in the diving com- 
partment, on the ice and in the en- 
gine rooms al] want hot coffee and 


doughnuts between meals, and, 
running the ship in what sailors 


call “watch and watch”’—that is, 
two groups each taking turn and 
turn about—means a constant 


watch in the kitchen. 

And so the routine will go on 
day after day. We expect excite- 
ment occasionally when a polar 
bear wanders too near the tent of 
the magnetician. 

He must set up his instrQments 
far from the ship to escape the in- 
fluence of our motors, and he may 
find himself separated one day 
from the ship by a crack in the 
ice, for the ice is sure to be crack- 
ing and crushing. 

We should run great risk if we 


suffer from cold if the tempera- | 


of grinding and crushing ice, and 
the utmost viligance will be neces- 
sary to keep all hands in a posi- 
tion to embark at a moment’s 
notice, so that we can submerge 
and escape from the maw of tlie 
ruthless ice-monster. 

| Jt will not be an easy task. Ten- 
sion will run high for twe months 
at least. There will be care-worn 
faces at the end of our under-ice 
journey. We will be tired and 
sleepy-eyed, I am sure. 

But we hope we shall have with 
us at the end of the journey rec- 
ords which will make the effort 
and the bearing of hardships 
worth while.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


7 ITH reference to your timely and 
logical suggestions as to the protec- 

tion of the wild life of the Missouri 
Ozarks region, it is my opinion that the 
solution of the problem confronting us at 
this time is for the Missouri State Game 


und Fish Department to concentr.a‘e on 


the preservation and conservation of 


‘game and fish in those sections of the 
State in which game and fish are most 
plentiful. In other words, make those 
sections of Missouri that are naturally 
suitable for game and fish the big project 
of the development. - 

The secret of the preservation of the 
real fish and game country of the Ozarks 
is more deputies. They have the State 
split up about equally with wardens, from 
the best information I can get, hence 
they have just as many wardens in the 
noen-game sections of Missouri as they 
have in the game sections. For example, 
they have one warden for Butler, Stod- 
dard and Ripley counties. In my opinion, 
either Butler or Ripley County is just a 
great big job for one warden and they 
should have two patrolling the bass 
streams at all times. Practically every 
Ozark county should have one deputy 
that is on the job at all times. He should 
be a man thoroughly familiar with the 
natives of this section of the country and 
one who has a lot of knowledge of game 
preservation and conservation. 

Outside of the warden question comes 
the restocking of the Ozarks with game 
fish, We keep on the job down here all 
the time getting in fish, but the small 
amount that comes in will not nearly fill 
the requirements of Current River, and 
I'm sure the other Ozark streams are in 
the same predicament. If Missouri is to 
come into her own in a game and fish 
Way and cash in on visiting fishermen 
and hunters, tourists certainly must find 
game and fish when they come in here, 
and unless we can put them in faster 
than they can be taken out you know 
what is going to happen. 

Politics, 1 suppose, compels the depart- 
ment to do a lot of unnecessary things 
(hat they as well as we know are wasting 
(ime and money, but unless something 
is done pretty soon in the way of strict 
game law enforcement and education 
nlong the lines of conservation and prop- 
ugation, all the advertising in the world 
won't bring “repeaters” into the Ozarks.

War Costs and Profits. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


ECENTLY a report issued by Secre- 
lary Mellon gave figures on the 
money cost of wars, including pensions,

gations, 

He listed the Spanish-American War 
activities as costing $568,700,000: inter- 
est on public debt, $102,300,000; pensions, 
$475,000,000, a total of $1.146,000.000 
up to June 30, 1930. Undoubtedly these 
figures are correct. But when giving 
out figures intended to influence the 
public, there ought also be attached an 
account of the benefits derived from 
such expenditures. Mr. Mellon would 
be willing to invest $1,000,000 any time 
in a trust company if he could get $10,- 
000,000 in return. If he did get that 
much in return, would it be fair for him 
to complain about the investment in 
order to gain sympathy from the public? 

In 1897, Government statistics show, 
the total importations of the Philippine 
Islands, Cuba and Porto Rico from the 
United States amounted to $25,258,346. 
In 1926 these same possessions imported 
goods valued at $440,067,812, or au in- 
crease of $414,808,866. That is not all 
the profit we gained through the Span- 
ish-American War. The tariff, invest- 
ments of American capital and other 
factors have probably doubled this 
amount. 

It would be interesting to have Mr, 
Mellon give exact figures on the profit 
‘mn total brought to the United Statces 
as @ result of the Spanish-American War, 
also figures showing what America has 
&ained from the World War (if any).

PASS THE WAGNER BILL. 
The Secretary of Labor has announced his oppo- 
sition to' the Wagner bill, which would create a sys- 
tem of free public employment offices. While he 
is in sympathy with the purpose of the measure he 
feels that “the means suggested to effectuate the 
desired result are not practically calculated to ob- 
tain it.” So he has presented a substitute plan of 
his own, which the House Judiciary Committee has 
approved. 
The two projects differ in important particulars. 
The Wagner bill would encourage states to set up 
their own employment exchanges, which would be 
conducted by the state officials under Federal super- 
vision. The Doak plan calls for the establishment 
within the states of Federal offices with Federal op- 
eration. The Wagner bill would stimulate the de- 
velopment of state systems by extending Federal 
aid to states whose systems come up to Federal 
standards, matching their appropriations dollar for 
dollar. The Doak plan would attempt to get state 
co-operation by volunteering informal advice. Fed- 
eral and state governments are now spending less 
than $1,000,000 a year on free employment exchanges. 
The Wagner plan would eventually increase this ex- 
penditure to $7,000,000. The Doak project would in- 
crease it to $2,500,000, not much more than a third 
of the Wagner provision. \ 
There can be little question that the Wagner meth- 
od would be by far the more effective of the two. 
Why, then, should the Secretary of Labor oppose it? 
Because, says Mr. Doak, it threatens “an improper 
centralization of Federal bureaucratic control over 
the states through the seductive influence of Federal 
aid.” But the seductive influence which the Secre- 
tary fears is the influence upon which the nation 
now relies for highway construction, vocational edu- 
cation, vocational rehabilitation, forest fire preven- 
tion, flood control, agricultural extension work, the 
support of the National Guard and of agricultural 
colleges and experiment stations. The Federal Gov- 
ernment is now paying the states more than $150,- 
000,000 a year to support these projects. State offi- 
cials take the responsibility, formulate the plans, di- 
rect the work and spend both the state and Federal 
money. The Federal Government inspects the work 
which is being done in order to maintain proper 
standards.

The plan has awakened state interest and stimu- 
lated the expenditure of state funds for these pur- 
poses. It has raised the standard of work done in 
many states without holding any state down to un- 
reasonable standardization. It has given rise to no 
cries of “Federal bureaucratic control.” The Fed- 
eral aid system, indeed, has proved to be a work- 
able compromise between national needs and local 
autonomy. It has succeeded wherever it has been 
tried. There is no reason to suppose that it could 
not be applied with equal success in the development 
of a co-ordinated system of employment offices. The 
Wagner bill has passed the Senate and has been 
favorably reported to the House. It has the indorse- 
ment of scores of business men, economists and labor 
leaders. The time which remains for its passage is 
growing short. Secretary Doak can have no hope 
that his eleventh-hour substitute will be passed before 
the fourth of March. Its only effect can be to kill 
Senator Wagner’s measure. By introducing it the 
Secretary has done a great disservice to the group 
whom he is supposed to represent. » 
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AN AGRICULTURAL PROGRAM FOR THE OZARKS. 
Arkansas home demonstration agents have adopted 
a@ program for the drouth-stricken regions of the 
Ozarks which commends itself to every farmer in the 
afflicted areas, and for that matter to farmers every- 
where. The six cardinal points are: 


A home garden sufficient to provide vegetables 
for home use, preferably with a surplus for the 
market. 

Can the surplus of home-grown vegetables, 
fruits and meat. 

Keep a minimum of 30 producing hens. 

Give special care to the home orchard. 

Produce all livestock feed. 

Rush early planting. 


With the possible exception of the last point, this 
is a sound program for every farmer year after year, 
regardless of current conditions.

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DOING SOMETHING FOR SILVER. 

After much advance publicity by its chairman, 
Senator Pittman of Nevada, the Senate subcommit- 
tee which has been investigating our trade relations 
with China has made an interim report. Its conclu- 
sions are that the decline in our trade with China, 
as well as with India and much of South and Cen- 
tral America, is to be blamed largely on the reduced 
purchasing power of those countries as a result of 
the fall in the price of silver, and that this trade de 
cline has been a major cause of world depression. 
It attributes the fall in silver to large sales by the 
Indian Government and to a lesser extent to a reduc- 
tion in the use of silver for coinage in other coun- 
tries. Accordingly the committee presents two reso- 
lutions, one asking President Hoover to call an in- 
ternational conference to do something about it, and 
the other asking that a silver loan be made to China. 
The report of Senator Pittman’s committee rests 
on a childish idea of international trade, that is, that 
international trade consists in the exchange of money 
for goods, rather than in the exchange of goods for 
goods. During the past year the value of the silver 
money which circulates in China has fallen one-half, 
therefore the purchasing power of China has fallen 
one-half, runs the argument of the committee. But 
the Senators ignore the elementary fact that the pur- 
chasing power of a country is not determined by the 
value of the monetary unit which circulates within 


the products which it exports. For example, the 
purchasing power of France today, with a 4-cent 


war France, with its 19-cent franc, though, of course, 
rapid changes in the value of a monetary unit are 
disturbing to an orderly conduct of trade. 

China is not a silver producer.: For years the coun- 
try has been an importer of silver, which it paid for, 
together with its other imports, by its exports, just 
as any other country must, and does, pay for its im- 
ports. The committee’s figures showing that our ex- 
ports to China declined 27 per cent during the first 
11 months of 1930, as compared with the same period 
in 1929, become much less impressive when a glance 
at Government reports shows that our exports to all 
countries have declined 25 per cent and our exports 
to Canada and Germany 30 per cent during the same 
period. Furthermore, during this same period, our 
imports from China declined 36 per cent. In so far 
as statistics prove anything they indicate that it is 
our purchasing power, and not China’s, that has de- 
clined more. Yet we are solidly on the gold standard. 
We cannot but wonder whether the real motive 
back of this move in Congress is not to help the 
silver producers of Senator Pittman’s State, rather 
than to aid distressed China or to develop the com- 
merce of our country. That the decline in the price 
of silver has been a disturbing factor in an already 
disturbed world no one will deny, but the commit- 
tee’s attempt to stand the world depression on the 
apex of the fall in the price of silver is an interesting 
illustration of the familiar congressional brand of 
amateur economics.

HAT are to be the results of the pres- 
W exc depression in the political think- 

ing of the American people? 
The answer to this qlestion has a pro- 
large 
number of persons, but in the fuller mean- 
ing of the word political it has an interest 
which goes to the depths of government 
and of society itself. ‘ 

The results of any depression depend up- 
on two factors: Intensity and duration. The 
reticence of the Federal Government in its 
dealings with unemployment statistics has 
left the ‘public uncertain as to the intensity 
of the present hard times; and the length 
is a matter for the stock market gambler 
in the absence of a scientific economic 
weather bureau. During the last three- 
quarters of a century in America, hard 
times and good times have oscillated over 
a term of four years from peak to peak. 
the rise being somewhat over two years and 
the fall somewhat less than two years. The 
deeper depressions of 1893, 1873 and 1837 
lasted about four years each. It may be 
assumed that the present depression will 
last long enough to impress itself definitely 
upon the thoughts and feelings of the 
American people; and in the light of past 
events, we may expect a deeper stirring of 
waters than usual.

Nearly 100 years ago, in 1837, a wave of 
hard times spread over Europe and Amer- 
ica. It was preceded in America by a wave 
of speculation, and was aggravated by de- 
ficiencies in the monetary and banking sys- 
tems of the country. In England, the Chart- 
ist movement, almost a popular uprising, 
which came with the depression, began 
with six demands: (1) equal electoral areas; 


2) universal suffrage: (3) payment of 
members of the” House of Commons; (4) 
abolktion of property qualifications for 


members; (5) votes by ballot, and (6) an- 
nual elections for Parliament. The object 
was to bring about better conditions for 
the workmen by means of the democratiza- 
tion of legislation. The measures were re. 
jected by violence born of fear, and pressed 
by violence born of desperation. Hay ricks 
were burned ang mobs were charged by 
soldiers. Better times abated the violence, 
but after a number of years five of the 
demands were met, the demand for annua! 
elections being abandoned as useless. These 
changes wrought a revolution in English 
politics. 

In America, a multiplicity of demands 
and movements began, less concrete and 
less violently urged and repressed, but hard- 
ly less influential. The election of Harri- 
son and Tyler was not so important ag 
were the Deginnings of serious movements 
for woman suffrage, for the abolition of 
slavery, for labor organizations and for 
socialism. Communistic experiments bc gan. 
Vegetarianism, temperance and prohibition 
came to the fore. There was ferment in 
Philosophy and theology. Commenting 
upon the welter of proposals for reform. 
Emerson in 1844 said, “With this din of 
opinion and debate, there was a keener 
scrutiny of institutions and domestic life 
than any we had knowns. No doubt there 
was plegitul vaporing, and cases of back- 
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sliding might occur. But from each of vhese 
movements emerged a good result.” 

The depression of 1873 came after an- 
other period of wild speculation, this time 
in Western lands and failroads. In 1874

1876 election. More important, however. 
was the rural demand for a regulating and 
price fixing commission to curb the rail- 
roads. The farmers departed from their 
earlier individualism, and wanted to use 
the Government for protective or paternal- 
istic purposes. They brought forward again 
the question of the currency in the Green- 
back movement. To this period belongs 
the germination of Henry George’s ‘“Prog- 
ress and Poverty,.”’ probably the outstanding 
American contribution to economic thought 
calling for political action. 
m * . 

The next severe depression came in 189% 
From it derived the People’s party, born 
of a handful of reformers in 1891, which 
swelled to ominous proportions in what was 
to be the last political stand of the Amer- 
ican farmer. Since the Civil War. the pres- 
tige of the farmer and planter had passed 


to the city. There was no Jefferson or 
Jackson or Calhoun to voice hig cause. 
The demands were: (1) loans on non-. 


perishable agricultural products; (2) a 
graduated income tax; (3) the popular elec- 
tion of United States Senators, and (4) the 
initiative and referendum in legislation. 

Though the Populists were defeated, these 
demands were later met in whole or in 
part. Their demand for the ownership of 
railroads and telegraphs has been modified 
in many places into a demand for city own- 
ership of gas, water and light utilities 
Their demand for free silver to expand the 
currency has been satisfied by a greater 
output of gold and by the Federal Reserve 
System. The money per capita was $24 1n 
1896; it rose to $52 in 1920, and during 
January, 1931, it fell to $37.11. The amount 
of Populistic thought which went into the 
Federal Reserve act has not been appraised 
or admitted. The Populists prepared the 
ground for the political harvests to be 
reaped by La Follette, Bryan, Roosevelt and 
Wilson.- Their force became stagnant onlv 
in the prosperous days of Harding and 
Coolidge after the World War. 

Two generalizations seem to follow: 

1. That depressions create not only dis- 
content, but also speculation which goes 
to the roots of things, or radicalism: 

2. That nae this speculation, often vio. 
lently resisted, come thoughts which later 
often are modified and adopted into iaw. 
It is a commonplace of biology and psy- 
chology that many maladjustments stimu- 
late physical and mental! efforts to the end 
that the organism may reach a satisfactory 
adjustment to its environment. The delay 
between the proposal! and performance. is 
often wasteful, but the delay is often useful 
in making the proposal practicable. 

Efficiency calis for the elimination of as 
much of this waste of time and effort as 
is possible. Our political thinking, to keep 
pace with the changes of science and fn..

The Judge, 
smiling, is flanked by two murder- 
ous looking riot guns. 

“Here you are,” Thompson con- 
tinues. “Here’s Judge Lyle as he 
went to eat candy with the candy 
makers.”’ 

“Big Bill’s’’ voice grows higher 
and hoarser.

For the most, he has conducted 
his campaign in a more dignified 
manner than his two opponents. 
He has criticised Thompson for 
what he terms a reckless waste of 
money in public projects and has 
charged widespread graft in the 
handling of municipal works. Lyle 
he has discounted as a candidate 
who has established himself as a 
gangster fighter for purely politi- 
cal reasons. 

“Thompson,” he told an audience 
one day last week, “is a modern Rip 
Van Winkle. 
wakes up from his sleep in the 
Sherman Hotel, takes on King 
George, and helps out the Almighty 
in stopping tempests, earthquakes 
and floods. (A reference to 
Thompson's flood control activi- 
ties). 

“Sometimes he goes across 
street to the City Hall, doubles up 
his fists and waits for King George 
to come along and get his bust in 
the snoot. Meantime, his gang, 
down below him in the City Hall, 
is stealing everything that is not 
nailed down. 

‘‘He says no one can put a halter 
on him. He’s absolutely right. No 
one can put a halter on a ground- 
hog. He only comes out once in 
four years, and after he sees his 
shadow he crawls back for another 
sleep.”’ 

Judge Lyle, now on vacation from 
the bench, is still another’ type. 
In the middle fifties he is 
slightly above medium height, thin 
of face, sparse of hair.

Even a luna- 
tic may not be charged with com- 
plete mental bankruptcy, with a to- 
tal lack of initiative. 

“An Eskimo at the North Pole 
or a Hottentot in darkest Africa 
might as well be Mayor for all the 
good the city gets out of him. He 
is asleep at the switch, a mental

Foe of Gangsters. 


“This is the man you have for 
Mayor. Look at him. It is char- 
itable, I say, to call him a lunatic 
or an imbecile. He is worse than 
that. Except at election time he 
is a complete loss, the essence of 
nothingness, two jackass ears on 
the side, a cowboy hat on top, and 
an empty space in between.”’ 

In dealing with gangsters in re- 
cent months particularly, Judge 
Lyle has been merciless in setting 
high bonds and in one case at least, 
where. the statute 
specifically provided bond should 
be allowed. He has had numerous 
reversals from appellate courts, but 
he contends he has at least suc- 
ceeded in giving gangsters a lot of 
trouble, and has also declared there

Originally the parade consisted 
of the burro, ridden by a little 
boy, representative of the youthful 
Albert. a mule ridden by a spec- 
tacled gentletnan supposed to rep- 
resent Judge Lyle, and a horse rid- 
den by a handsome cowboy whom 
the public was asked to believe to 
be “Big Bill” himself. Later an 
elephant and a camel were added, 
the elephant emblematic of Repub- 
licanism and the carrel of prohibi- 
tion. The ship of the Sahara bore 
a sign with the ancient wheeze: 
“A camel can go seven days with- 
cut a drink but who the hell wants 
to be a camel?” 

Another bit of atmosphere for 
the Thompson campaign was fur- 
nished by Arch Hurley of Tucum-

cari, N. M., national Republican 
committeeman from New Mexico, 
who appeared at Thompson's meet- 
ings attired in the high-heeled 
boots, corduroy trousers, bright 
shirt and white sombrero of the 
drug store cowboy. 

Hurley, who says-he was riding 
the range for the “Four-Sixes” 
ranch in West Texas when Thonir- 
son was punching cows for \the 
“Circle Bar’ outfit in Wyoming, 
told the reporter how the burro, 
center of attraction in Thompson's 
circus, came to Chicago. 

“Bill called ‘me up in Tucum- 
cari,” he said. “He asked what I 
zould get a burro for and I said 
about $3. He said, ‘Arch, I want 
you to get me the meanest, ugliest, 
flea-bitten so-and-so you can find 
and ship him to me.’ 

“So I shipped the burro. When 
it arrived Thompson had _ it 
brought to the city hall and into 
his office on the fifth floor, They 
bought a crate of lettuce for it to 
eat, but it preferred stronger food. 
It abandoned the lettuce and filled 
up on paper envelopes and odds 
and ends around the office.” 


Lover of Publicity. 


Thompson .was photographed 
with the burro and the picture was 
run by newspapers in all parts of 
the country. One paper in Chicago 
observed in its caption, ‘““‘Thompson 
is the one to the left.” 

This irked Thompson not a whit. 

“It.was a great piece of pub- 
licity,” ~he said, “and it cost only 
$33. including the express from 
New Mexico, Its stunts like that 
that make people talk about you.” 

That remark reveals a trait be- 
lieved by Thompson's fr’+nds to be 
one of the secrets of his political 
success’ He has a genius for ob- 
taining publicity, cares little w heth- 
er it is favorable or unfavorable, 
providing it does not reflect on his 
honesty. He is unafraid of the jeers 
of his enemies, is content to take 
what he believes is favorable men- 
tion as far as the majority of the 
voters is concerned. He is an as- 
tute student of the Chicago mind, 
and admittedly knows how to reach 
a Chicago audience. 


“If you manufacture good pub- 
licity stuff like that,’ he said, 
“even your enemies run it. They 


can’t afford to pass it up and get 
themselves scooped by the opposi- 
tion. They think they’re hurting 
me, but they’re not.” 

In his apartment in the Con- 
gress Hotel, lounging in a blue bath- 
robe and chewing cigar after cigar, 
Thompson was an entertaining con- 
recounting experi- 
ences in a dry voice, poking fun at 
his opponents, never passing up an 
opportunity for a jest. 


Seeks Aliens’ Support. 

Once, without warning, he 
turned suddenly to the topic of En- 
gland. Frequently he _ has chal- 
lenged the King of England in this 
campaign, but his Anglophobia has 
been subordinated to other sub- 
jects for the most part. 

‘“T see the King of England is 
taking a whipping on the Muscle 
Shoals power plant,” he said. “You 
know the Alabama Light and Pow- 
er Co. is an English outfit with 
offices in London and Toronto, and 
it's not going to get a grip on 
Muscle Shoals. 

“Tt was the English that started 
the Ku Klux Klan in this country, 
too. They keep Ireland divided by 
stirring up strife between Catholics 
and Protestants, and they sent a 
lot of money into this country to 
divide us on the same basis,”’ 

That Thompson deeply appreci- 
ates the racial ties of strength of 
the mother countries is exemplified 
by the group of red, white and blue 
signs at the entrance to his com- 
paign headquarters. 

“The Assyrian-American 
zens’ Club, Inc.’’—The Polish- 
American Organization” — “The 
Progressive Jewish Business Men's 
Association” — “The Irish-Ameri- 
can Democratic Club’’—“The Ital- 
ian-American Organization’—“The 
Albanian-American Organization’’ 
—and so on ad infinitum. 

All for “Big Bill’ who has said 
he loves them all, who appreciates 
the fact that Chicago is a great 
melting pot of races. Only one 
group is missing. There is no En- 
glish organization with offices in 
Bill's headquarters. Maybe Bill 
knows that Englishmen don’t con- 

regate in groups, are not marked 
out with the distinctness of for- 
eign-language citizens.

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TO GET PLANS FOR APPROACH 
ON EAST SIDE TO FREE BRIDGE 


Board of Public Service to Be 
Asked to Authorize Bids on 
Two Contracts. 

Plans for construction of the new 
east side Union Station approach 
to the Municipal Bridge will be 
submitted to e Board of Public 
Service Tuesday by President Kin- 
sey of the board, for the authori- 
zation of bids on two contracts for 

the structure. 

The new approach will lead to 
the new East St. Louis Union Sta- 
tion, covering a distance of about 
three-quarters of a mile from the 
bridge proper to Broadway in East 
St. Louis, 

The two first contracts, to be 
closed on April 10, are of $650,000 
for the concrete foundations of the 
approach and $720,000 for the fab- 
rication of about 7000 tons of steel 
to be used. Two other contracts, 
one of $200,000 for setting up the 
steel, and another for laying tracks 
on the bridge, will follow. Con- 


struction, beginning in April, is ex-| 


pected to take about a year. 

The money for the first two con- 
tracts, $1,370,000, has been ad- 
vanced to the city by the Terminal 
Association, trains of which will £0 
over the bridge,~and is to be re- 
funded by tolls on trains using the 
structure. Following the complaint 
of local steel companies that the 
specifications originally did not 
allow them to compete, the plans 
have been redrafted and will be 
presented in a revised form. 
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dent of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, and John B. de

It is generally conceded Cermak 
will be the Democratic nominee. In 
the Republican primary it appears 
that Thompson will receive the 
nomination, with Lyle running a 
close second and Albert a poor 
third.

els of shrunken wheat. I have 
watched, later, the downpour of 
rain; seen men run bareheaded 
into it, fall on their knees and 
thank God for His mercy and re- 
lief. 

But the rain had come too late 
for the farmers to take’ advantage 
of it. 


Better Weather Forecasts. 


No power lay in their hands to 
prepare the fields in time to re- 
ceive seed which would mean a 
bounteous harvest the following 
season. 

Breeding stock had so dimin- 


ished that there was no chance of 


recouping the dwindled herds in 
one, two or even three years. 
At a time when Nature offered 
her bounties to man, he was, be- 
cause of his ignorance of natural 
law, unable to take advantage of 
the offering. 

We cannot expect Nature to ar- 
range things wholly for the bene- 
fit of mankind, but if we know 
Nature’s intentions, we can at least 
make preparations to offset the 
effects of the great forces we can- 
not control. 

Why not seek a knowledge of 
the weather movements, then, by 
a correction of observations taken 
in all parts of the world? It fis 
hardly likely that a knowledge of 
conditions about the tropical and 
temperate zones would supply all 
the necessary information. 

The urge to solve the problem of 
seasonal forecasting thus became 
predominant in my mind. 

The atmecsp’ ere undoubtedly is 


governed by plysical laws. If we 
could discover the workings — of 
those laws we could de:' with one 


of the great>st forces on earth. 
It was soon evident that it was 
useless to study this question from 
the standpoint of Australia alone. 
The research must be world-wide 
including investigation within the 
polar areas. 
The “polar front’ theory in ifs 
important application to foretell- 
ing the behaviour and strength of 
cyclones in the neighborhood of 


Greenland and Norway was out- 
lined by Dr. Bjerkness in 1910- 
1912. 


Sir Napier Shaw calculated that 
the mass of air in the northern 
hemisphere exceeds its mean value 
by five billion tons in January and 
falls short of this mean value by 
over five billion tons in July. 


Air’s Enormous Weight. 


This great shift of ten billion 
tons of air from hemisphere to 
hemisphere is approximately the 
equivalent of a mass 30 miles wide 
extending around the earth.

a complete solution of weather 
movement, and such a solution is 
unlikely until we learn more about 
the polar latitudes and their influ- 
ence on the movements of atmos- 
phere. 

Once we know the characteristics 
of polar weather, we shoulc be able

to trace the connection, if any, be- 
tween the weather in th_se regions 
and the subsequent conditions in 
lower latitudes—and to forecast 
conditions in the great agricultural 
lands which supply the necessities 
of human and animal life. 

To find a dependable means of 
accurately forecasting seasons of 
drouth, hurricanes and blizzards 
weeks or months in advance would 
be a practical achievement of the 
highest order. No less important 
would it be to be able to forecast 
seasons of floods and exceptional 
rain. 

The changing characteristics of 
the pack ice in the North and the 
South play a great part in in- 
fluencing meteorological conditions. 
A great variation in distribution 
in the ice fields has been conspic- 
nous during the last three years. 

In 1928, when we first went 
South with our planes, the pack 
ice south of Cape Horn was 650 
miles farther north than it was the 
next year, 1929. 

Last year, Sir Douglas <a 
reported that the ice was 1000 
miles farther north in the same 
longitude than it was in 1929 


If All Ice Melted. 


It has been estimated that about 
18,000 cubic miles of drift ice 
reaches the Atlantic Ocean yearly 
from the North Polar regions. 

The yearly ice distribution in the 
Antarctic is even greater. The vol- 
ume of ice*drifting about, distribut- 
ing its influence in varying areas, 
as Dr. Isaiah Bowman has pointed 
out, represents a column with a 
base about a mile square reaching 
out into space almost as far as the 
moon! 

If evenly distributed, it would 
cover the entire land surface of 
the earth with a layer a foot thick. 
Furthermore, we are told that if 
all the ice in the Antarctic were 
to melt in a day, it would raise sea 


levels thirty feet throughout the 
world. 
These statements show clearly 


why meteorological conditions are 
so much influenced by conditions 
in the polar areas. 

We know that the distribution 
of this ice is not regular: it varies 
from year to year, And so, until 
we can establish permanent §sta- 
tions to examine its distribution, 
we will not be able to forecast the 
weather and the seasons with ac- 
curacy. 

It must not be supposed ~that 
the solution of all meteorological 
problems lays in the study of the 
polar regions. The problem is not 
so simple. But that we need a 
knowledge of polar conditions is 
certain.

WASHINGTON U. MARKS 
ITS 7TH ANNIVERSARY 


Former Judge A. B. Frey Dis- 
cusses Alumaus’ Debt to 
Alma Mater. 


' 

Washington University celebrat- 
ed the seventy-eighth anniversary 
of the granting of its charter with 
a general assembly of students and 
faculty in Graham Memorial Chap- 
el yesterday. 

Chancellor Throop presided and 
there was music by Charles Gallo- 
way, organist, and the Nen's Glee 
Club. The program opened with 
the singing of the national an- 
them. The charter was granted by 
the State on George Washington's 
birthday, I*eb. 22, 1853. 

Addresses were delivered yeastere- 
day by former Circuit Judge A. B. 
Frey, Who was graduated from the 
university in 1908, on “What An 
Alumnus Owes His Alma Mater’; 
Charles Cullen, professor of lw, 
on “‘George Washington, Exem- 
plar,” and Willis Wager, a senior 
in the college, on “George Wash- 
ington and Modern Education.” 

Frey said one duty which every 
university alumnus can perform is 
to use his training and talents for 


the social, political and moral ad- 
vancement of the community in 
which he lives. He said: 


“There is today in our public 
life a dominance of political parties 
by cliques or gangs. Those who 
control the parties make every ef- 
fort to perpetuate themselves in 
power. They succeed largely be- 
cause of the indifference of the 
educated men in the community. 
But even more important than the 
foregoing is the appalling medioc- 
rity in public life. Everywhere one 
meets with inefficiency and incom- 
petence. Moreover, there is an in- 
tolerant attitude toward those who 
seek to approach public questions 
from a scientific or scholarly point 
of view. If more persons with 
highly trained minds turned their 
attention to public activities this 
would not be true. The standard 
of political ethics in our country is 
noticeably lower than that of pri- 
vate ethics:” 

Other things which alumni can 
do for their university, Frey de- 
clared, are to subscribe to student 
loan funds and scholarships, so that 
the less fortunate may attend the 
university; give employment to stu- 
dents and graduates of the univer- 
sity, help build the institution in 
the physical sense, interest them-

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CHAMBER ACTS ON 
REALTY MEASURES 


Indorses Enabling Bills for City 
and County Plans and 
County Zoning. 


Acting on behalf of the mem- 
bership of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the organization’s execu- 
tive committee and board | of 
directors have taken a stand on 
several bills introduced in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, relating to city and 
county planning, widening of high- 
way arteries within city limits and 
the taxation of real estate men. 

The Board of Directors indorsed 
a joint report of the Chamber of 
Civic Development Committee and 
the Council on Civic Needs ap- 
proving Senate bill 199 and House 
bills, 363, 364, 365, 378, 379 and 
394, all of which are enabling acts 
to authorize cities to adopt an of- 
ficial city plan, counties an of- 
ficial county plan, and counties an 
‘official zoning plan. 

The Chamber's Executive Com- 

mittee approved a committee re- 
port on House Resolution No. 4, 
which would require that the State 
Highway Commission construct and 
maintain through highways in in- 
corporated cities and towns. The 
report approves the principle em- 
bodied in the measure, but ex- 
presses the belief that its present 
application is premature. It is 
premature, the report pointed out, 
because it would not relieve any 
widening assessments or paving as- 
sessments in the cities until funds 
were available which would be 
some years hence, and they could 
not be retroactive: because it 
would place the entire cost of im- 
provement on State highway funds, 
which would enhance property 
values without cost to the owners 
on the streets selected in the cities 
for State highways; because it 
would place the jurisdiction of the 
streets selected for State highways 
in the hands of the State High- 
way Department, the city there- 
control of these 
streets, because it would not 
take into consideration the bills 
pending in Congress whereby Fed- 
eral aid funds may be used on city 
stfeets; because the passage of the 
bill would seriously interfere with 
the completion of the State high- 
way system, the construction of 
farm-to-market roads and the con- 
struction of traffic-relief roads ad- 
jacent to the cities, for which funds 
have already been allocated. 
The report recommended that a 
study be made so that legislation 
can be enacted that will secure the 
interest of all the people and sup- 
ply the funds needed. This recom- 
mendation was approved by the 
Executive Committee, 

The Executive Committee also 
took a stand in opposition to House 
Bill 75, creating the office of State 
Publicity Director. After setting 
forth the duties of the director at 
length, the bill provides that funds 
for the maintenance of the depart- 
ment would be derived from a tax 
of-$15 on real estate agents, and 
$10 on any person who negotiates 
a loan, while anyone contracting a 
loan would be required to pay a 
$15 fee and an abstracter, $15.

or about to be started in the Unit- 
ed States, according to a nation- 
wide survey of the building situa- 
tion just completed by Nelson, 
Hunt & Co. of Chicago, specialists 
im real estate and first mortgage 
financing. 

This figure, based upon data 
from Government and _ private 
sources as well as reports from 
building offitials in leading cities, 
it was explained, does not include 
nearly a billion dollars’ worth of 
Federal, State and county highway 
construction, which is of particular 
importance this year because of 
its large consumption of labor and 
building materials. 

Public Building, Volume Doubles. 

“Government and state-financed 
construction planned and under 
way totals between $700,000,000 
and $800,000,000 in new projects. 
This is perhaps the most extensive 
public building program ever un- 
dertaken and serves to counter- 
balance other lines which may be 
slow to increase construction for 
1931. Whereas public building 
ordinarily comprises 5.5 per cent 
of total construction, it is esti- 
mated that it will be more than 
double this percentage this year. 

“Another important factor in the 
immediate construction program is 
the vast amount of building 
planned by the power and light 
utility companies. The construc- 
tion plans.of these companies for 
1931 call for an expenditure of 
more than $700.000,000, of which 


a considerable portion is already 


| under way. 


“Industrial building, which de- 
clined in 1930, promises to show 
some revived activity this year, 
with more than $100,000,000 worth 
of this work now actually on the 
boards. 

South to Spend $750,000,000. 

“Analysis of available building 
data shows that a considerable vol- 
ume of building is under way or 
-trojected in the Southern states 
and on the Pacific Coast. On the 
basis of present figures, approxi- 
mately $750,000,000 will be spent 
on construction in the South dur- 
ing the next 12 months, of which 
$400,000,000 is actually permitted. 

“Pacific Coast cities report esti- 
mated expenditures of $115,009,000 
for new projects. In the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and other Northwest 
territory’ there is approximately 
$116,760,000 worth of actual work 
scheduled. Several hundred mil- 
lion also will be spent in the South- 
west states, particularly Texas. 

“In the New York metropolitan 
area $257,000,000 worth of public 
improvement work is under way, 
or about to start, and in addition 
there is approximately another 
$100,000,000 being spent in pric 
vate construction of all types. The 
Chicago district with about $35,- 
000,000 worth of actual work in 
sight, continues to mote at reduced 
speed. The metropolitan areas of 
Pittsburg, St. Louis, New Orleans, 
Baltimore and Kansas City report 
large scale projects, which may 
place these cities in the forefront 
of early spring .construction activ- 
it¢.’’ .

Architects’ Committee Declarse 
Business Conditions Are 


Ripe for Recovery. 


Timidity is retarding prosperity, 
declares a statement by the Com- 
mittee on Industrial Relations of 
the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, of which William Orr Lud- 
low of New York is chairman. 

“Whether we shall recover soon 
from our present economic illness 
depends now upon how § soon the 
American people take a reasonable 
view of the immediate situation,” 
the committee says. “Have we 
ever failed to come back from for- 
mer depressions? Does anyone 
doubt that we shall not fail to 
come back from this one? 

“There is no longer a surplus of 
foodstuffs, housing, building ma- 
terials; there is plenty of mortgage 
money. We are not haltefil now 
by any materia] causes, but sim- 
ply by timidity. We need to. be 
brought to a realization that we 
have our remedy in our own hands, 
and that we can have good times 
just as soon as we get over that 
paralyzing and invertebrate  atti- 
tude of waiting for someone else 
to move first. 

“In building particularly there 
now exists the strongest possible 
incentive for the display of hard, 
common business sense.

Decline in January From De- 
ember and From Corre- 
sponding Month of 1930. 


Prospective building activities 
throughout the United States 
showed a marked dechine in Jan- 
uary compared with the  corres- 
ponding month a year ago and with 
December, according to the volume 
of building permits issued in 656 
cities and towns and reported to 8, 
W. Straus & Co. 

Permits for the first month of 
1931 amounted to $194,945,720 as 
against $129,088,299 in January, 
1930, a loss of 19 per cent. The 
volume for December, 1930, was 
$130,075,437, January showing a 
loss of 20 per cent from this figure. 
There is a normal expectancy of a 
seasonal decline of about 10% per 
cent between the two 1 onths. 

The 25 cities reporting the larg- 
est volume of permits for the 
month showed during January a 
collective gain of 7 per cent Over 
December and losses of 11 per cent 
from January, 1930, and 119 per 
cent from January, 1929. New 
York City gained over January of 
last year, as did Detroit, Oklahoma 
City, Hammond, Ind., St. Louis, 
San Francisco, Pasadena, Newton, 
Mass., Oakland, Cal., Dearborn, 
Mich., St. Paul, Louisville and 
Schenectady.

This particular play must have 
been of immense satisfaction to 
Jim. It was made in one of the 
tightest moments of the third 
game in St. Louis, the day that the 
Cardinals turned th Athlefics 
back and looked as if they were 
on their way to big things. Bot- 
tomley had his first thrill of ap- 
plause from his home crowd in 
the series. 

The great play was made in the 
sixth inning and, if fans will re- 
member, the Cardinals were out in 
front, having made a run in the 
fourth inning and also in the fifth.

Simmons On, Foxx Up.

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Geometry for Goalkeepers; 
How to Score a Free Kick

HEN I started this series of football lessons I said that I) 
should go over all my points and explain in detail the needs of | 
lifferent positions and why they are essential.

I have been asked to explain why 
leaving one's goal is essential to 


rowing the angle and it appears to! 
me that I can best show this by) 
use of a diagram. Study the dia-| 
gram given. The cross in goal shows | 
the position of the goalkeeper on | 
his line. He has the whole eight | 
yards to defend, a very wide area 
you will agree for the opposing for- 
ward, shown by a circle, to place 
the ball. 

Now note the dotted line running! 
frem the forward to the goal posts. 


If he keeps his shot inside those 
lines the ball will enter the net if 
the goalkeeper fails to save. You 
have three sides of the triangle, 
with the poor goalkeeper defending 
the base. But if he leaves his goal 
and gets nearer to the forward he 
has less space to cover, yet actual- 
ly protects the samme goal area. In 
my di m I show'the goalkeeper 
in a second position, where he has 
advanced from the goal. He has 
now only three yards to cover, and 
the forward, instead of having eight 
yards at which to shoot, has now 
only three. 

By the way, I am niente using 
probable figures. T have not 
worked out the problem correctly 
so do not write to me saying that 
as I give the diagram the goal- 
keeper has four yards or two and a 
half yards to cover. This much is 
certain, the nearer the goalkeeper 
gets to the forward the easier is his 
chance to save.

CONFESSED 
| TOBE TRIED RE 
FOR BANK HOLDUP 


Negro Will Not Be Sent to 
Chicago Where He Shot 
Bootlegger Till Prosecu- 
ted in St. Louis. 


Frank Taylor, Negro cabaret en- 
tertainer who admitted yesterday 
that he was wanted in Chicago for 
murder, will have to stand trial 
here for the $6300 robbery of the 
Easton-Taylor Trust Co. last Thurs- 
day, the police announced yester- 
day. . 

Taylor admitted to the police 
that he shot and killed a Negro 
bootlegger known to him as “Jim- 
my” during a quarrel at 3242 
Prairie avenue, Chicago, three 
weeks ago. After learning that 
such a shooting had taken placs. 
however, the police decided not 
to let Taylor out of their contro) 
until he had’ been prosecuted for 
the bank robbery. 

Zelather Taylor, brother of thx 
dapper Frank, is held with him 
at Police Headquarters, while 
Frank Dandridge, Negro named by 
them as their accomplice in the 
robbery, is held in Chicago for re- 
turn to St. Louis. Police are seek- 
ing the fourth of the holdup group, 
which was led by Frank Taylor. 
“Wanted Worthwhile Dough.” 
Frank Taylor told Police Lieut. 
Ira Cooper, Negro detective, that 
he planned the holdup because he 
“wanted some worthwhile dough.’ 
He had come to St. Louis, he said, 
to search for his wife, who had 
left him. When he became short 
of funds he decided to rob a bank. 
The trust company was his selec- 
tion. 

“After I had picked out the 
bank,” he said, “I wrote my broth- 
er Slick to come down here from 
Chicago and he came with Dand- 
ridge and the fourth man. We 
discovered we were short on rods 
(pistols) so we went over to East 
St. Louis and bought us another. 

“We followed out the plan I 
laid for the’ robbery. Dandridge 
and I got out of the car first. 
Dandridge was to see that the hall- 
way was clear of policemen and 
then to get back out and wait for 
us in the machine. 

“I went into the banking room 
with a brief case. I was there two 
or three minutes, when Slick and 
the fourth man came in. Then 1 
pulled out my rod and told every- 
body to stick ‘em up. Slick and 
the fourth man cleaned out the 
cages the best they could and we 
ran to the car. Dandridge drove 
us to the hotel. 

How Money Was Divided. | 
“We had agreed that the fellows 
that had the most debts were to 
get the most money. We didn't 
divide it exactly. I figured I got 
about $1000, and TI didn't think we 
got more than $5000 altogether in 
the holdup.” 

Neither of the Taylors were will- 
ing to admit he was the one who 
exchanged shots with Detective 
Sergt. Thomas Hunt, who ran from 
the Deer Street Police Station, two 
blocks from the bank, when the 
burglar alarm sounded, and fired 
six shots at the fieeing robbers. 

As has been told, Lieut. Cooper 
found the robbers by a process of 
deduction. Neasoning, from the 
fact they had an Illinois license, 
that they were Illinois Negroes, he 
decided they would probably go to 
a hotel with garage adjoining, to 
have their car handy for‘a get- 
away. 

The Booker Washington Hotel at 
203 North Jefterson avenue fittcd 
that description. “Slick’’. Taylor 
was captured in his room there but 
Frank and a third man escaped by 
jumping out the window. A Ccan- 
vass of taxicab drivers disclosed 
they had gone to Centralia, where 
Frank was arrested.

The board of directors of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
has indorsed the joint resolution, 
pending in the Missouri Legisla- 
ture, for submitting to the voters 
of the State an amendment to per- 
mit payment of pensions for school 
teachers. The measure is merely 
an enabling act and will give the 
voters an opportunity to decide 


‘whether they wish to establish a 


teachers’ pension system or not. 

Another measure approved by 
the Chamber of Commerce direct- 
ors is House bill 65, which pro- 
poses to subject fraternal benefit 
societies to the general insurance 
statutes, both as to taxation and 
control of such societies. Senate 
bills 87 and 98, also approved by 
the directors, would apply the 
same penalties for wilful and ma- 
licious injury to radio broadcast- 
ing property which now apply to 
the equipment and property of 
utility companies. 

The directors oppose House bill 
231, which would increase the 
number of places in which suits 
may be filed. Under the proposed 
law, in addition to the places des- 
ignated in the present law, suits 
could be brought in the county in 
which the cause accrued. Under 
this bill, the directors state, ac- 
tions against insurance companies 
not incorporated in this State could 
be brought in any county in th> 
State. This measure, the directors 
fear, would “bring back an influx 
of undesirable tramp legislation 
experienced by Missouri in the 
past.”’ 


LAWRENCE (MASS.) STRIKERS 
CAUSE MILLS TO SUSPEND 


Police CaHed After Disturbance at 
Plant; Overture Made to 
End Walkout. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Feb. 
An attempt by striking employes 
of the American Woolen Co. to in- 
duce other workers to leave their 
tasks today resulted in disturb- 
ance, suspension of work in two 
mills, and the summoning of police 
squads. 

Mill officers estimated 150 had 
quit work. Strikers said there were 
more. About 8000 workers are 
employed in the Wood and Wash- 
ington mills, where the disturb- 
ances occurred. The mills will re- 
open Tuesday. 

An overture was made by com- 
pany officers later in the day look- 
ing toward a settlement of differ- 
ences that arose when the number 
of machines assigned to individual 
combers in the Washington, Wood‘ 
and Ayers mills was increased. The 
company’s statement, published in 
newspapers, offered to take back 
strikers without prejudice upon the 
basis that existed before the so- 
called “‘cost study program” was 
undertaken. 

The Strike Committee of the Na- 
tional Textile Workers’ Union re- 
plied that it would consider only 
statements handed to it directly by 
the company.

Supplement Legislative Agents 
of Official in Fight on 
Hammett Bill.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21.— 
Apparent determination of the 
Democratic’ majority in the House 
to pass the Hammett bill to break 
the political power of Secretary of 
State Becker (Rep.) by taking from 
him the authority to designate pa- 
pers in each county of the State to 
publish the text of initiative and 
referendum proposals, in election 
years, without bids, has resulted in 
rural Democratic and Republican 


publishers being called in to supple- 
ment Becker’s squad of legislative 
agents in opposing the measure. 

Becker’s employes, who are State 
paid, have been doing what they 
could to supplement the activity of 
their chief in attempting to kill the 
bill. One of the employes in Beck- 
er’s department spends virtually all 
of his time in the House talking 
with legislators. Becker has ex- 
plained that this employe, C. M. 
Hughes, was “unassigned” for the 
present and was utilized to ‘‘deliver 
messages’’ to the legislators, 

Several rural editors have been 
here in the last two or three days 
talking to members of the major- 
ity party in the House, in opposi- 
tion to the bill. 

A committee from the Missouri 
Press Association visited Speaker 
Eugene W. Nelson of Hannibal, 
and other House members: yester- 
day, to oppose the bill. The com- 
mittee included Frank  Sosey 
(Dem.), of Palmyra, president of 
the association; Mrs. B. J. Bless 
(Dem.), of Weston, secretary, and 
W. J. Sewall (Rep.), of Carthage, 
vice president of the association. 
The executive board of the asso- 
ciation met here yesterday but 
took no official position on the 
bill and the committee visited the 
legislators as individuals, it was 
said. 

Among others reported to have 
been here oppoging the bill are 
Oliver Davis (Rep.), of Mansfield, 
president of the Republican Edi- 
torial Association and H. J. Blan- 
ton (Dem.), of Paris, president of 
the Missouri Associated Weeklies. 

Becker has built up a powerful 
political machine through the law 
which empowers him to select the 
newspaper in each county of the 
state to publish the initiative and 
referendum proposals before elec- 
tions. The awards are made uni- 
formly at the maximum state rate, 
which in many instances is con- 
siderably higher than regular ad- 
vertising rates of papers receiv- 
ing the awards. The value of the 
printing plum in some years has 
been as high as $2000 in each 
county. 

The Hammett bill, which has 
been made a caucus measure by 
House Democrats, would take the 
designation of the papers for the 
printing from Becker and give it to 
the County Court in each county. 
This would. result in awards in 
about half the counties going to 
Democratic papers, The bill has 
been engrossed by-the House and 
is on the calendar for passage.

He was accompanied by 
two men and a third, described as 
resembling Al's brother, Ralph, was 
waiting in an automobile which left 
immediately for the airport. There 
it was reperted, a cabin plane left 
at 11:30 a. m, 

If the report of Capone’s arrival 
was true, he apparently landed at 
some secluded place and remained 
beyond the jurisdiction of Chicago 
police, who have a vagrancy war- 
rant issued by Judge John H. Lyle 
pending against him.

We =ow appear to be in a bad area 
for wireless transmission, experi- 
encing considerable delays in get- 
ting messages away. This morn- 
ing the ice on the coast of Mac- 
Robertson Land, along which we 
are steaming in a westerly direc- 
tion, became diversified by the ap- 
pearance of rocky headlands and 
the protrusion of nunataks (hills) 
through the slopes of the inland 
ice. 

An early morning call wag made 
at one of these rocky capes, which 
rises steeply to a height of 1000 
feet. A motor launch was lowered 
and investigations made. This 
mountain proved to be composed 
of garnet gneiss and was densely 
inhabited by bird life. ‘ 

Antarctic petrels, thousands of 
which were observed yesterday at 
rest on a passing iceberg, were 
nesting on this rocky shore. Adelie 
penguins lined the slopes to a 
great height. This visit was brief, 
for our attention was specially 
riveted in a more extensive moun- 
tainous outcrop on the coast a few 
miles west. 

When a landing was made at the 
latter spot in the afternoon a num- 
ber of characteristically level 
topped summits, rising from the 
water to 1200 feet, were found to 
be constituted of granite and garnet 
gneiss. The inland ice rides down 
to the sea over the shoulders of 
these vast bastions, carrying with 
it morainic matter, 

Weddell seals line the boulder- 
strewn water front, while all the 
lower ground and every accessible 
slope to a height of 50 feet is oc- 
cupied by a noisy population of 
Adelie penguins, Emperor penguins 
in the last stages of their sum- 
mer molt crouched near the shore, 

Everywhere on the steep *faces 
the sea birds were hovering around 
their nests. Fulmars had chosen 
the lower slopes and Antarctic pe- 
trels usually held the higher eleva- 
tions. Snow petrels and cape 
pigeons were in possession of the 
rest of the territory. Although the 
penguin chicks had grown almost 
as large as their parents, they still 
were being harried by a few skua 
gulls. 

As. there is no harbor along this 
rocky race and ae considerable 
ocean swell is beating on the coast, 
First Officer Stanton, who was 
handling the launch, had a diffi- 
cult job embarking all the collec- 
tions. This, however, was safely 
accomplished without loss or dam- 
age.

Mrs. Sally Nelson Robins, as the historian of the Colonial Dames of 
America, compiled a volume, ‘‘Love Stories of Famous Virginians."' She 
gives a resume of Washington's attitude towards Mrs. Fairfax, in which 
she says: 

“The flame smoldered on and on, and perhaps was never extinguished 
even to the day of Washington's death. After Sally married Fairfax, Wash- 
ington was frequently at Belvoir and Mrs. Fairfax became his patron and 
instructress in the fine arts of courtesy and good breeding, while her brain, 
in its strength and flowering, matched his. 

“She enmeshed him with her charm and beauty, and while his affection 
for her, as he has it, was chaste, it was, probably, no less troublesome. 
Again his congenital and marvelous strength kept him absolutely from the 
semblance of mischief. I consider his early romances but zephyrs to this one 
crimson whirlwind passion of his life.”’ 

Sally Fairfax came from one of the best families of Virginia, and she had 
taken advantage of every opportunity to improve herself. She was well-read, 
wrote in French as well as in English, and probably guided the young Wash- 
ington along some lines of learning. She wasn’t a book worm, though. She 
was a beautiful woman, filled with life, animation and independence. 

The Fairfax and Washington families, moreover, were intimate. Hospi- 
tality was lavish, also, so George and Sally saw each other very much. 

Strong though his love was, knowing that nothing could come from it,

Washington became susceptible to other feminine 
charms, and in 1756, when he was a Colonel in 
the army again, Mary Philipse came on the stage. 
He was as interested in his personal appearance 
as any other young dandy of the time, and tail-. 
ors, hatters, saddlers and jewelers profited be- 

cause he was. He must have presented a 

striking appearance in spite of the smallpox 

pits and scar, when he tarried in New York 

at the home of Beverly Robinson, who had a 

wife, Susanna, who had a sister, Mary 
Philipse. 
Mary was attractive, 26, and unmarried. Re- 
sides, she and her sister were very wealthy, 
and Washinegtdn loved land, and she was 
able to bring to her future husband a mat- 
ter of 51,192 acres. 
Mary fascinated him with her personal 
charms, so he lingered for 10 days, until 
duty called him on. Mary must have proved 
hopeful, for he spent 18 months writing toa 
friend of his, Joseph Chew, to find out how 
Mary felt. Chew kept recommending that 
he hurry to New York and do his own 
courting. 
If Washington finally proposed to Mary no- 
body knows, but it is considered highly prob- 
able. But in the end she married Captain 

Roger Morris, Washington's rival. 

Whether Sally Fairfax was informed of this 

byplay no records tell, but she was the only 
woman whose image Washington continued to 
carry with him. She certainly wasn't put aside 
for newer loves. 

And then he met Martha Custis, a young widow, 

with two children. She was little and plump, 
with a habit of misspelling as many words as he 
did. She was a model housekeeper. She was eight 
months older than Washington, and Sally was two 
years his senior. 

At that time Washington was the Commander in Chief 

of all the troops of Virginia, and a well-known young 
man who danced and dined and enjoyed life .. . except 
when his heart was wounded. 

Anyway, he was a bachelor who wanted to get married, and 
Martha needed a manager for her land. They became engaged. 
While at Camp, Washington received a letter from Sally Fairfax, 
the answer to which was found 120 years later in some old trunks 

of Sally's. It revealed his desperate love for Sally, though he tried so 

skillfully to veil it from other eyes in case the letter was lost. Letters 

which have been found speak of other letters, and it is undoubtedly true 
that Washington loved Sally greatly. 

And all this time he was engaged to marry Martha Custis. And because 
he was he would be true to her, but he couldn't control the love in his heart. 
He wrote Sally another letter. 

Mrs. Robins wrote of this particular letter of his to Sally: 

“It was just four months beitore his marriage to Martha Custis (we can 
scarcely believe it) that he felt himseilf powerless to be prudent any longer. 
This letter is the incontrovertible witness in the case, and is the one evidence 
we have of the impassioned recklessnss of the austere Washington It is 
great to know that he was human enough to love in such a way; that he 
was strong enough to conceal his true feelings; till it was to him the blessed 
privilege of her he loved to know it. The greatest tribute he could pay her 


was to tell her all.” 


body’’ was a vastly different woman from the glamorous Sally, and it is 

evident that she inspired in the Virginia soldier a different sentiment 
from the passionate love he gave to the wife of his friend. Martha burned 
almost all of the correspondence between herself and her distinguished hus- 
band after his death, but there has survived one letter he wrote to her during 
their betrothal period. It was really only a note, written while he was in a 
camp and dated July 20, 1758. It read: 

‘We have begun out march for the Ohio. A courier is starting for Wil- 
liamsburg, and I embrace the opportunity to send a few words to one whose 
life is now inseparable from mine. Since that happy hour when we made our 
pledges to each other, my thoughts have been continually going to you as an- 
other self. That an all-powerful Providence may keep us hoth in safety is 
the prayer of your ever faithful and affectionate friend.” 

Certainly if this was love it was a temperate, judicious passion, devoid of 
love's delirium. Letters of a different kind he sent to Sally Fairfax —even 
after this. Long letters, with such sentences as: ‘“‘The world has no business 
to know the object of my love, declared in this manner to you, when | want 
to conceal it.’’ 

When the campaigning in which he was then engaged, was ended, Washing- 
fon went home arfd married Martha 
Custis. Seventeen years later, in a let- 
ter to his friend Fairfax, then in En- 
gland, he closed the message: ‘‘With 
sincere regard and affectionate com- 
pliments to Mrs. Fairfax.’ 

It was shortly after a defeat at the 
polts—-he had sought election to the 
House of Burgesses of Virginia — which 
depressed him greatly, that he met 
Martha Custis and began his courtship 
of her. 

He had apparently come to the con- 
clusion by this time that there Was no 
hope of a happy outcome of his ro- 
mance with Sally Fairfax. he turned 
to another. 

Of Washington's courtship of 
Martha, and their decision to marrv 
Rupert Hughes writes:

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
HEN Mrs. John B. 
Henderson, widow 
of the Missouri 
Senator, offered to 
donate to. the 
United States a 
$500,000 mansion 
here for its Vice 
Presidents, the cap- 
ital was only mild- 
ly interested. But an aftermath of the 
offer has created something of a sen- 
sation in this city. The social set hears 
that a young woman whom it had ac- 
cepted as the granddaughter of the 
wealthy and influential Mrs. Hender- 
son is really only a foundling. Court 
records have come to light of the adop- 
tion by Mrs. Henderson on December 
30, 1924, of Beatrice Van Renssalaer 
Henderson, then 19 years old and sup- 
posed to be the daughter of John B. 
Henderson Jr., and his wife, both of 
whom had died years before. Beatrice 


had been reared from childbood by the 


woman known as her grandmothe:. 

Beatrice, now Mrs. Joseph Wholean, 
seems to have precipitated the disclos- 
ure by suing to prevent 
Mrs. Henderson, who is 
86, from giving away 
the $500,000 house. She 
also asked that Mrs. 
Henderson be removed 
as trustee of the estates 
of her husband, the for- 
mer Senator, and her 
son, to which Mrs. Who- 
lean is heir. Trial of 
the suit is expected to 
shed more light on the 
relationship of Mrs. 
Wholean to the Hender- 
son family. 

Washington made the 
acquaintance of John B. 
Henderson during the 
Civil War period. He 
was a Senator from 
Missouri from 1862 to 
1869, and was credited with being one 
of the authors of the anti-slavery 
amendment to the Constitution. In 
1868 he married Mary Foote in Wash- 
ington, the Senate adjourning to attend 
the ceremony. After his service in the 
Senate ended the Hendersons took up 
residence in St. Louis, where Mrs. 
Henderson was active in women’s af- 
fairs. The Hendersons had one son— 
John B. Henderson Jr. Shortly after 
the Republican national convention of 
1884 in Chicago, of which Henderson 
senior was chairman, they moved back 
to Washington. 

As the years passed the Hendersons’ 
prestige grew and their wealth = in- 
creased.

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a few years ago. They might be a 
good Subject for study, Dr. Norden- 
skjold suggested, since no white per- 
son had ever visited them. 

After such a description it might be 
safe tO assume that most students. 
particularly women, would have 
decided a library wasn’t such a bad 
place in which to do research 
work after all. But on Miss Steen 
it had exactly the opposite effect. It 
looked to her like an interesting ad- 
venture. And if it proved to be dan- 
gerous, why, that would make her 
thesis that much more interesting and 
her contribution just so much more 
original. Members of her family called 
her attentfon to the fact that she 
might not return to make any contri- 
bution at all to her science. 


ISS STEEN laughed at their 
VJ warnines and promptly began 

to make her preparations. She 
obtained a leave of absence from 
the Graduate School of the Uni- 
versity of California, got together 
the proper equipment for a jaunt into 
the jungle, and blithely set sail for 
Rio de Janeiro last March. From Rio 
she journeyed to the city of Sao Paulo 
and there began to make arrangements 
to journey inland. 

She went to the In- 

dian Office there to get J 
more detailed informa- 
tion. When she re- 
vealed her purpose to 
go in and take up resi- 


dence with the Tap- 
irape Indians, the 
officials threw up 
their hands in 
amazement and im- 
mediately launched 
forth torrents of eloquence in an 
effort to dissuade her.. In the first 
place, she could never get to them, 
they explained, because no white man 
or native would be foolhardy enough 
to serve as her guide. And if she ever 
did get to the Tapirapes it would hard- 
ly do her any good, because they 
would either make her a_ pris- 
oner for life or kill her. In fact, 
Miss Steen was informed the Tap- 
irapes had a particularly unsavory 
reputation. Members of other Indian 
tribes who had had dealings with them 
or had been at war with them, testi- 
fied that the Tapirapes were anthro- 
pophagous. That is, they were man- 
eaters. Not out and out cannibals, but 
they had the habit of eating the heart 
and brains of their slain enemies. They 
believed that in that way they could 
acguire their enemy's cunning and his

courage to add to 
their own. 

And theese 
esteemed comesti- 
bles didn't neces- 
sarily have to be furnished by an en- 
emy. They might also be derived 
from persons who possessed unusual 
skill or powers of magic, and 
since the display of any sort of skill 
with which the Indians weren't 
familiar was likely to be regarded by 
them as a work of magic, it was more 
than probable that any white person 
who came among them would soon 
whet their appetites. For the zeal for 
self-improvement was apparently the 
one virtue the Tapirapes shared with 
the more enterprising of white nations, 
though their manner of attaining that 
advanced stage wasn't a healthy one 
for casual visitors. 


ISS STEEN listened to all 
M{ tree earnest explanations and 
a then -replied that these ec- 
centricities made the Tapirapes just 
that much more enticing, the 
very subject for the most original of 
theses. 

“But it is suicide!"’ they insisted. 
And seeing that even that warning 
couldn't swerve her from her purpose, 
they flatly refused to give her guides 
or escort, saying they would not be a 
party to such folly. Whereupon Miss 
Steen pocketed the Government maps 
they had given her, thanked them for 


a 


their paternal interest, 
and set out by herself. 

Her baggage and 
motion picture camera 
were loaded on a 
train at Sao Paulo and 
she journeyed into the 
interior, past acre after 
acre of coffee plantation, until she 
came to Vianapolis, the end of the 
line. There she hired an automo- 
bile and for two days was driven 
over terrible roads at break-neck 
speed until she arrived at Goyaz, ram- 
shackle capital of the district of 
that name. Spring floods made 
further progress impossible, and she 
had to stay there a month to let the 
waters subside. Even when she set 
out again early in May there were 
still many flooded sections of road 
that had to be crorgsed, and time and 
again the party had to halt to im- 
provise a bridge. Finally she arrived 
at Leopoldina, on the Araguaya River. 
It was a crude settlement, the last 
Government outpost, although 200 
miles farther up the river there were 
a few huts on Bananal Island where 
a trader and a few half-civilized 
natives maintained a sort of post. 

Again, at Leopoldina, Government 
officials tried to dissuade her from go-, 
ing further. She asked for guides, but 
these were refused and so Miss Steen 
went out to hunt some up for her- 
self. To her surprise she was unable 
to find anyone willing to accompany 
her. She came across a few exper- 
fenced rivermen, familiar with the 
country, who as first seemed interest- 
ed, but when they learned her des- 
tination, they shook their heads firmly 
and withdrew. It was foolhardy, they 
declared. Too many Indians interested 
in finding white targets for their 
arrows. 

One shouldn't accuse these men of 
cowardice too hastily. This was in 
the heart of the Matto Grosso, a 
wild, uncivilized region, where brute

strength rules and 
law and order are un- 
known. It is the ref- 
uge of outlaws and 
renegades, but an in- 
hospitable refuge at best, for it is in- 
habited by Indian tribes, most of them 
hostile and some of them aggressively 
murderous. 

Finally despairing of any assistance, 
she decided to go herself, to journey 
up the river without anv guide or 
help of any kind. She hired a canoe 
and when the officers saw that she 
was making no idle threat, they re- 
lented:and detided to give what help 
they could. Colonel Carlense Da Costa, 
of the Indian Service, with ten soldiers 
and guides, agreed to accompany her. 
But first he had a mission to attend to 
elsewhere. If Miss Steen would wait 
until he returned, he would set out 
with her. The Colonel departed and 
Miss Steen waited. She waited a full 
month and then decided that she was 
very probably being deceived by the 
Colonel who hoped to discourage her 
plans by exhausting her patience. 

She loaded her luggage into her 
canoe and made ready to depart alone. 
There were no soldiers to send with 
her, but one of the officials felt that 
she should at least have a guide. He 
therefore commanded an aged Negro, 
familiar with the river, to accompany 
her. The Negro protested, but pres- 
sure was brought to bear and he 
finally consented on condition that his 
young son be permitted to accompany 
him. Finally Miss Steen set out in 
her native canoe with the two Negroes, 
but they proved more of a hindrance 
than a help, because they had hardly 
got away from Leopoldina before the 
old man decided that he wasn't hired 
to do any rowing, and Miss Steen 
thereupon found herself and_ the 
younger man acting as oarsmen for the 
old guide who dozed amidships, with 
practically no guiding to do, since the 
river proved an easy highway to 
follow, though rowing upstream was 
no picnic. 


T NIGHT they camped on sand- 
Aur in the river. After eight days 

of steady labor in hot, steamy 
weather and goaded by numerous in- 
sects, the party finally arrived at 
Banana! Island, where the two guides 
made their departure and left Miss 
Steen to her own devices. 

No one on the island would go with 
her and she was again about to ven- 
ture forth alone, when the sound of 
a motor boat was heard coming up the 
river and soon Colonel Da Costa and 
his ten guides and soldiers appeared 
in their long canoes propelled by out- 
board motors. Since nothing could dis- 
suade her, the Colonel would go with 
her to help as best he could. 

Up the Araguaya the party set forth 
in the direction of the Tapirape village 
and after a week of traveling came 
to the mouth of the Tapirape River. 
For five days they journeyed up this 
river, under great difficulties, for the 
dry season had set in and there were 
great distances where they had to 
carry their heavy boats over the 
shallow areas infested with snakes and 
crocodiles. Ultimately they found In- 
dian tracks ard curious fish nets near 
the banks. They left the boats 
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under guard and 
turned inland, follow- 
ing a crude trail for 
four days, the last two 
: of which they suffered 
greatly from thirst and were unable 
to eat their dried beans and rice for 
lack of water. 

A Tapirape Indian was spied hiding 
behind a tree. He was hailed by one 
of the natives in the party who spoke 
Tupi, a dialect known to many of the 
Indian tribes. The Tapirape approach- 
ed and led them to his village, where 
the whole tribe, numbering 220 per- 
sons, gathered about them in awe. Miss 
Steen immediately made overtures of 
friendship by handing out presents of 
beads. The Tupi spokesman helped 
matters, too, and they were.welcomed. 
The visitors were offered roast 
monkey meat, bananas and peanuts, 
and plenty of water. 

Miss Steen immediately began to 
look things over. She learned that 
the natives always went about stark 
naked, except that the women wore 
a small loin cloth which they wove of 
cotton. The women were also tattooed 
about the face. The natives were short, 
lighter in complexion than other Bra- 
zilian Indians, and lived by fishing, 
hunting and raising vegetables. They 
did some weaving of grasses, made 
earthenware bowls, and lived in com- 
munal houses, each under its chief. 


LTHOUGH Miss Steen wore 

A\ brecctes it was soon discovered 
' that she was a woman, and 

immediately one of the chiefs, by 
means of the Tupi interpreter, signi- 
fied his desire to make Miss Steen his 
bride, in fact, his eighth bride, for it 
was learned that he already had seven 
wives. Miss Steen refused the flatter- 
ing offer, but the chief was persistent. 

That night, after she had inclosed 
herself in her zipper tent, she was 
awakened by the sound of Indians 
fumbling about for a way to get in, 
but they couldn't manipulate the 
zipper fastening and were afraid to cut 
the tent, fearing some magic. Miss 
Steen didn't shoot or cry out for fear 
the whole party would be attacked 
After vainly trying to enter the tent 
for an hour, the Indians finally crept 
over to attack the Colonel and his 
party, who were sleeping in hammocks. 
But the Colonel awoke suddenly, flash- 
ed an electric torch in the Indians’ 
faces and they retreated with shrill 
cries. 

Next’ morning the Colonel insisted 
on an immediate departure. It was 
evident that the chief had decided to 
annex Miss Steen and would not hesi- 
tate to kill the Colonel and his men at 
the first opportunity. Miss Steen didn't 
relish the idea of a permanent resi- 
dence among the Tapirapes. so they 
departed, although they were followed 
for two days by the Indians, who were 
kept from attacking the party only by 
the periodic discharge of firearms in 
the daytime and the flashing of the 
electric torch at night. On the way 
back to civilization Miss Steen stopped 
to study a more friendly tribe of 
Indians, from whom she obtained con- 
siderable material for her doctor's 
thesis. ; 

Her chapter on the Tapirape Indians 
will undoubtedly be the most exciting 
and original contribution her book will 
have for the science of anthropology, 
but it won't be nearly as original as 
the contribution she almost was com- 
pelled to make to the community life 
of e Indians, Miss Steen, in spite 
of her experiences, speaks of making 
another trip to the Brazilian jungles 
in the near future. She doubts, how- 
ever. that she'll venture among the 
Tapirapes again. One night there was 
almost too many. 
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“Devil Judd Tolliver” 
His Boots Off

EVIL JUDD TOLLIVER, who rode the Trail of the Lone 
some Pine, winding its way across the crest of the highest 
Cumberlands to the Vales of Virginia, has ridden away at 
last along the trail that leads to the Vale of Valhalla. Not 
borne by the Valkyries, as slain heroes were borne, for 
though many men, facing him, had fallen, slain by his im- 
- placable spirit and his sure aim, his ‘ast days were days of 
peace and he died, in the fullness of years, with his boots 
off. If, in a way of looking at it, something more summary 


: . * would have been more suitable for a man credited with 30-

his gun, still it was the kind of going Devil Judd coveted. To 


have died by the hand of man would have hurt his pride. Though he was 90, 
his hand was still steady and his aim true, and he scorned to ask odds on ac- 


count of his years in a fair fight with any man. 
John Wright was his true name. ‘Bad’’ John Wright they called him in the 


mountains. 


Not bad in the sense that a man is called bad in the settlements. 


Bad in the sense of being a bad man to meddle with, a man who cherished hate 
as something sacred and accounted it a virile virtue to kill men who swore 
by the same code, to keep them from killing him. 

Long before John Fox Jr., in ‘‘The Trail of the Lonesome Pine,’ gave him a 
wider fame as Judd Tolliver, Bad John Wright was known for what he was 
all along the barrier borderland of Kentucky, up and down the North Fork of 
the Kentucky and the Elkhorn, from the breaks of the Big Sandy to the head 
waters of the Cumberland, and across the border ie 


more than 20 years ago, the outland came to know 


as far as the Blue Ridge Mountains of Virginia. Then, — 


him as the feud fighter of fiction and play and screen 


and song. Not that it made any differenee to Bad ra 
John Wright. He kept on living as he had always | ; 


lived, and died, the other day, as he had lived. 

Across the Cumberland ridge from where, on the 
Virginia side, Wright spent his last days, there used 
to be, on the headwaters of the Elkhorn, a little cem- 
etery that was called Wright's buryin’ ground. It 
was not exactly Wright's personal cemetery, but he 


had done more than anybody else to 
fill it and it was according to the 
mountain men’s notion of giving credit 
where credit was due that they called 
it his. Part of it is there yet, graves 
marked by tilting, unchiseled stones, 
but most of it has been obliterated by 
the town builders who came when 
Wright sold his land rights over the 
divide in Lonesome Cove. 


of Wright to say that, from first 

to last, when he was doing more 
than any other man to fill graves 
in the buryin’ ground, he was an 
officer of the law in one way. or 
another, and he always said that 
all his killing was done in the 
line of duty. If, in the days of 
the Wright-Hall feud, or at other 
times, personal feelings were involved, 
it was something that couldn't be 
helped, and Wright was not the man 
to draw fine distinctions in such mat- 
ters. Generally speaking, the circum- 
stances under which he did his killing 
were such that it was reasonably cer- 
tain that somebody would be killed. It 
was up to him to see that he wasn't 
the one. It was something that he 
spoke about with a certain pardonable 
pride. It couldn't be called satisfac- 
tion. Something finer than that. The 
pride of the victor in a game where 
victory went to the player who was a 
split second quicker than the other, or 
the pride of a capable workman in a 
well-done task. 

Considered as a game, it was a 
rough game that Wright played in the 
late years of the last century and the 
early years of this. The mountain bor- 
der was not only fertile soil for family 
feuds, but it was the playground of 
desperate men who committed foul 
deeds in one state and fled across the

‘border to the haven of the other. They 


were men whose boast it was that they 
would not be taken alive. The offi- 
cer who went after them faced am- 
bush or, eluding that, a fight to the

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death when he came up with his quar- 
ry. So that was why John Wright, at 
life’s twilight, had pride in his heart. 
He had gone stalking cunning men 
and had been more cunning than they. 
He had faced killers and killed them. 
It was something for a man to re- 
member with pride at life’s twilight. 


HAT was the mood in which old 

John Wright talked the day this 
, writer, crossing the ridge from 
the Lonesome Cove of Fox's fiction, 
passing the high point where the lone- 
some pine had stood, came to his door 
on the Virginia side and received the 
openhanded hospitality extended in the 
mountains to the stranger who prompt- 
ly tells his name and business. 

It was a bright day in the late 
autumn and Wright was host to Silas 
Ratliff, who had come over from the 
Kentucky side for a visit. It was a 
day fit for visiting out of doors. There 
were chairs under the gnarled apple 
tree and a weathered 
stump by the well 
with its chain wind- 
lass. It was a suit- 
able place for men 
to sit and talk about 
men's affairs. 
Wright's wife kept

herself within and while the visit last- 
ed did not appear, answering from 
the depths of the house when her man.

His were the mellow memories of a 
man who could count 90 years back 
to the cabin on the North Fork at the 
mouth of Boone, Letcher County, Ken- 
tucky, where he was born. He had 
growed up in the mountains, but as boy 
and man he had seen a good bit of 
the world. He was a scout with Mor- 
cans raiders on the Confed side. The 
('nion ketched him and put him in the 
prison house at old Fort Smith and 
after they let him out he joined up 
with the Union and fit through to the 
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“Bad” John Wright, from a recent photograph. 


end of the war. So 
you might say he 
had been on both 
sides in that 
trouble, but as for 
the. troubles in the 
mountains later on, 
he was always on 
one side—the side 
of the law. For 
many years he was 
in the Government 
secret service, and 
for 25 years he was 
justice of the peace 
and deputy sheriff 
in Letcher County. 
Them early days 
there was feuds, 
worlds of ‘em, but 
him, he was always 
on the side of the 
law, and he never 
had a family feud 
on earth When 
there was trouble 
he went after who- 
ever was making it, 
and sometimes they 
tried to kill him, in 
which case he gen- 
erally was too quick 
and they got kilt instead. That, or he 
brought them in and sent them to 
Frankfort prison. 

Some of them organized what they 
called regulators and said they were 
going to help enforce the law but they 
went plumb contrary to the law. He 
went out looking for them. Six men 
he had with him. They came up with 
the regulators on Boone. There were 
eleven of them. They had a big fight 
and one man was killed and two 
wounded. After that the regulators 
didn't last lone. He brought in 19 
and sent them to Frankfort and when 
they came out they were the quietest 
people you ever saw. Firat to last 
he had sent more men to the pen than

you ever seen or heard tell of, maybe 
50. 

There needn't to have been killin’s, 
not sO many anyway, but sometimes 
they wouldn’t surrender and when 
they wouldn't something had to be 
done, There was that one who stole 
a horse at Cynthiana. ‘‘T followed that 
feller through West Virginia and Ten- 
nessee to Cumberland Gap. He pretty 
nigh kilt two horses. When one of 
them was wore out he took another. 
I caught up with him at the Gap, and 
rode up to him and said ‘I want you.’ 
He dropped off on the other side and 
shot under his horse at me. His 
horse jumped away and I shot him be- 
tween the eyes. He had three guns 
and $930 in a belt. I never did find 
out who he was.”’ 

Bringing them in, dead or alive, 
was something the war had fitted him 
for. He was a pretty rough boy in the 
war, among the enemy. That's what 
he went into the war for, to fight. 


FTER the war it was pretty much 
Aw same. Men in the mountins 

was violatin’ the law. That was 
war, too, in a way of speakin’. It was 
rough -work but it had to be done. 
Somebody had-to do it and it seemed 
like nobody else wouldn't. There was 
feuds that outlasted the war. Feuds 
that hedidn’t have nothing to do with, 
personal, but it was his duty to break 
‘em up Doin’ that got both sides 


down on him and times he had to.

Prison workers heard of Gallur’s 
ambition and came to his support. 
They obtained funds for instruments. 
Gallur, meanwhile, was training those 
who were able to get instruments from 
relatives. Before long the prison 
authorities were amazed at the ability 
diplayed by the prison band that Gal- 
lur had organized in a remarkably 
short time and was conducting. 

Then he began composing music for 
his men to play. They held the admi- 
ration of prisoners and visitors alike 
when they played Gallur’s original 
compositions at Sunday morning con- 
certs within the prison walls. 

As fast as a composition became 
popular at the prison Gallur sent it out 
to other bands throughout the country, 
to publishing houses and to musical 
organizations. 


E GAINED much popularity. 
H Then came word of the exposi- 

tion prize march competition. 
yallur at once set to composing 
a piece to enter in the contest. He 
wrote a march full of the spirit of 
the world outside and his was ad- 
judged the best of, the avalanche of 
marches submitted. 

Another composition that started 
with the prison band he called ‘‘The 
Gold Stripe March’’ and its popularity 
went outside the walls. 
San Quentin asked first to meet the 
bandmaster. Dressed in his neat con- 
ductor’s uniform, he was a picturesque 
sight, for when his organization 
played, its members, serving terms for 
a wide range of offenses, were allowed 
to discard the prison gray for gold- 
braided costumes. 

Gallur seemed oblivious to his sur- 
roundings. He seemed to live in the 
environment of the music that he 
loved. His face beamed as he spoke 
of his work with the band and orches- 
tra. But to friends 
Gallur confided that

“Prof” Gallur Could Find 


At the height of 
the turmoil a new 
warden, Frank J. 
Smith, assumed 
charge. Smith at 
once displayed an 
understanding of 
human problems. 
When the riots had 
been stopped, War- 
den Smith remarked 
one day to his secretary: 

“I think one of the causes of dis 
content is the dull, cold, gloomy at 
mosphere of the mess hall. A thou- 
sand men sit down to eat at a time. 
That's when their thoughts tum to 
home and that’s when they get mel 
ancholy. Why not let them have 
music with their meals?”’ 

Not a word was said to the convicts. 
But on the appointed day as the lines 
of felons filed into the gigantic mess 
hall Gallur’s band seated on an im- 
provised dais at the head of the room 
struck up a jazz two-step. 

Felon feet switched instantly from 
the dull shuffle of a lockstep to the 
rhythm of jazz. The men burst into 
smiles. The practice has been contin- 
ued to this day. 


BOUT this time stories were 
A leaking out of the prison about 

the fortune that Gallur was ac- 
cumulating by selling his compositions 
outside. He showed many checks for 
royalties to his fellow convicts. Most 
of them were for amounts in four and 
five figures. 

He became more of an idol than 
he had been before. Everyone who 
could gain his hearing befriended him. 
Some stories estimated his wealth at 
$50,000. Others said he had earned 
more than $100,000 since his impris- 
onment. Gallur modestly added to the 
color of the situation by telling of 
fabulous salaries that were offered 
him by music houses and musical or- 
ganizations all over the country for his 
services. So he pleaded for parole. 

Time and again his case came be- 
fore the State Board of Prison Direc- 
tors. Each time his plea for parole 
was denied. Influential friends on 
the outside came to his aid. The 
board was divided on the question of 
freeing him. 

The opposing group always cited the 
grim flagpole incident at the time of 
the murder as proof that Gallur was 
not sane and that freeing him might 
dangerous mistake.

Guards noticed the 
twinkle in their eyes 
and a love affair was 
suspected. Finally both 
admitted that through 
correspondence they 
had fallen in love. The 
girl, a music teacher 
from a nearby town, 
wanted to marry Gal- 
lur and said ashe would 
wait for him until he 
was freed on parole. 

The affair continued 
and Gallur showed his 
fellow musicians love 
notes from his sweet- 
heart. 

Still the years 
passed without success 
in the fight for free- 
dom. 

“I'm getting old,’’ 
he would say to callers 
weeping. ‘‘Why won't 
they give mea chance 
tO make good before 
I become too infirm to work and to 
show them that I can come back?’ 
Many were touched bv the earnestness 
of his pleas. 

Then in August, 1929, after he had 
served fourteen years in prison, Gallur 
stepped out of his ‘‘band office’ off 
the prison yard one morning, satag- 
gered, and fell headlong down the 
stairs. Guards and convicts rushed to 
his aid. They carried him to the pris- 
on hospital. Doctors said it was 
apoplexy and a hopeless case. For 
weeks Gallur lay in a stupor, paralyzed 
and unable to utter a word. 


HEN, slowly, he began to show 

signs of returning vitality. The 

story of his plight was circulated 
outside. : 

Friends came to his aid. A prom- 
inent musician who had played with 
him under Sousa organized a group of 
musical people who volunteered to 
sponsor him if he were released on 
parole and to arrange for his care 

Finally the prison board agreed, and 
in August, 1929, he was allowed to 
leave San Quentin on parole. Still 
partially paralyzed, he was taken bj 
automobile to the most expensive hos- 
pital in San Francisco and provided 
with the best care at a cost of some- 
thing like $50 a day. 

But his sponsors suddenly were jolt- 
ed by an unexpected situation. They 
learned to their surprise that the 
story of Gallur's wealth accumulated 
while in prison was a myth and that 
his ‘“‘fortune’’ amounted to only a few 
hundred dollars. 

It developed that while Gallur'’s 
composition had been played through 
out the country, he had not profited 
financially as he had given his fellow 
prisoners to believe. To the contrary, 
it developed that he had deliberate- 
ly set out to deceive them so that his 
importance would increase in their 
eyes. 

When he received notice of a $1° 
royalty, he altered his letter to read 
$1000 and so the impression of his 
wealth grew wiidiy. At about that 
time it came to light that a group of 
former prisoners had perpetrated a 
daring fraud before his release, col- 
lecting thousands of dollars from sym- 
pathizers of Gallur on the pretext 
that the money was needed to cam- 
paign for his liberation 


ONE of these contributions, of 
NA course: were used in behalf of 

Gallur, nor did they have any- 
thing to do with his parole. The pris- 
on directors convinced themselves that 
Gallur was innocent of any part in the 
fraud. 

Nor did Gallur’s romance material- 
ize, for the prison regulations forbid 
a paroled man to marry 

When it became known that Gallur 


could not finance the expensive suite 


set up for him in the exclusive hospi- 
tal to which he had been taken, he 
was removed at the expense of his 
sponeors to more moderately-priced 
quarters in a suburban hotel and there 
he regained his health. 

efforts to find him work failed and 
in desperation he went to Los Angeles. 
He did find a place there composing 
music in a talkie studio. but lack of 
experience made itself evident and a 
short time later he was out of em- 
ployment. 

For weeks he tramped the streets 
looking for work that he could not 
find. Without funds and in weakened 
health, he begged for money to return 
to his native Spain but the prison di- 
rectors would not permit him to leave 
the country. Finally, in desperation, 
he reported to the state parole officer 
in Los Angeles. His return to pri«ou 
was ordered alt once.

From what we now know, 
it may be said with certainty 
that few if any remains of 
the Andree _ expedition’s 
equipment are left on White Island. 
We feel sure that we now have prac- 
tically all the material that can be ob- 
tained to form a picture of the situa- 
tion at the time when the explorers 
perished. 

The Bratvaag’s find was made in 
three places: (1) The boat and a 
sledge lying together; (2) Andree’s 
body and (3) Strindberg’s grave. 


HE Isbjorn’s find was made 
chiefly in two places: oe me 
' sledge was discovered some- 
what to the Jeft of the boat, with sev- 
eral articles of equipment around it, 
and (2) a square bounded on the left 
by a bone of a whale, on the north and 
east by a stump of driftwood, and on 
the south by the gradually sloping wall 
of rock close to which Andree's re- 
mains had been found. 

The principal find within the square 
was Fraenkel’s skeleton. 

On comparison at Tromsoe, in the 
presence of representatives of the two 
expeditions, between the plan sketches 
made on the visits of the Bratvaag and 
Isbjorn, it was discovered that the boat 


> 
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and the sledge found by the Bratvaag, 
together with the sledge discovered by 
the Isbjorn, formed one ‘‘find complex.’ 

A second ‘find complex’ was 
formed by the remains of Andree, dis- 
covered by the Bratvaag, and Fraen- 
kel’s skeleton with the square con- 
struction around it discovered by the 
Isbjorn. 

Knut Stubbendorff (newspaper cor- 
respondent), the leader of the Isbjorn 
expedition, had christened the former 
place the ‘‘material depot’’ and the 
latter the ‘‘hut.’’ However, the denom- 
ination, ‘‘material depot,’’ might be 
misleading. One should rather employ 
the ‘term, ‘‘parking place for the 
sledges.”’ : 

The term ‘“hut,’’ too, may not be 
quite satisfactory, as one naturally 
thinks of a house with walls in con- 
nection with this word. There cannot 
have been any such erection here. 

The two driftwood stocks and the 
whalebone, lying like sides of a square, 
point rather to the presence of a tent, 
on the skirt of which the relics now 
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Strindberg’s grave on White Island.

In the following remarks we shall 
call the first place ‘‘the open camp 
around the sledges,’ and for the sec- 
ond we shall employ the more neutral 
expression, ‘‘the dwelling.” 

The.camp place lay about 200 me- 
ters from shore, and the height above 
the sea was estimated about 10 meters. 

The first object found at the open 
camping place was the canvas boat. 


HEN it was being hewn free 
V\ from the ice it was discovered 
that, below it, there was a 
sledge, to which it was still tied fast. 
The sledge lay with its head toward 
the north. The northern end of the 
boat, therefore, can be termed the bow 
and the southern end the stern. 
- This is probably why the port rail is 
so badly damaged. as it probably was 
trampled by bears in former years. 
The sledge below the boat was stand- 
ing on the bare ground, so when it was 
hewn from the ice large stones were

dug out with the sledge. 

About six meters west 
of the boat another 
sledge was found, with a 
layer of hard ice beneath 
it. Excepting the few ar- 
ticles of clothing—stock- 
ings among other things 
—that were lying on it, 
it was empty. 

Nearby were found 
other articles frozen in 
the ice. 

Among these may be 
mentioned a Swedish flag 
with the union mark, a 
box of ammunition, a 
handkerchief marked N. 
S. and a pair of stockings 
which never had been 
used. 

It seems that we may 
Buppose that when An- 
dree and his comrades left their be- 
longings here the place was covered 
by a crust of ice, just as on the oc- 
casion of the visit of the Bratvaag. 

The Bratvaag’s find of only two 
seldges was perplexing. By the mem- 
Oranda from the journey over the ice, 
it was known that each man had 
drawn his own sledge—that there had 
been three sledges in all. 

The riddle was solved by the Isbjorn 
when, about seven meters southwest of 
the boat, the third sledge was found. 
It rested on the naked earth, but this 
might be the result of the ice around 
it having melted away. 

It was empty, but scattered around 
there were found a number of objects. 
Most of these were lying together on 
and around a piece of balloon cloth. 
This seems to have served as a water- 
proof covering which was pulled away 
by animals, leaving the objects scat- 
tered. : 

Quite near the sledge there were 
found two baskets about half a meter 
Square and one-third of a meter deep. 
Here we clearly have the provision 
baskets mentioned in the diaries.

At the same place there were also 
found the three pairs of Canadian 
snowshoes forming part of the equip- 
ment of the expedition. 

Before we give a detailed account 
of the objects found around the 
sledges and in the boat we shall ex- 
amine the dwelling more closely. 

No proper tent cloth was observed, 
but here and there within the square 
were found pieces of wood which seem 
to have been employed as a substruc- 
ture for the tent floor. 

Here and there were also remains of 
some kind of red rubber cloth, be 
lieved to have formed the tent bottom. 

It was about the middle of the tent 
that Fraenkel’s remains were found, 
and behind them, close to the north- 
eastern wall, lay a sleeping sack of 
reindeer skin, frozen and wrinkled. 
It was on the low ridge of rock just 
above the sleeping sack that Andree's 
body was found. 

Andree and Fraenkel had thus per- 
ished within the tent, and very near 
each other. They had been lying on 
the floor of the tent and the sleeping 
sack lay beside them. 

Several articles of equipment also 
were found in the tent. 


there was a provision basket lying 

upside down, with a piece of can- 
vas fastened to it which had served as 
a lid. Among the clothes from the 
trunk of Andree’s body were discov- 
ered, amoug other things, several 
stockings, mittens and the torn re 
mains of a white blanket with a blue 
border. 

Finally, among the things found 
near Andree’s skeleton there may be 
mentioned an ax, a tin. of lanoline 
ointment inclosed in a tin box, and a 
long fishing line fashioned of a string 
and some bent pins. 

Between the two bodies there lay 
one of the single-barreled guns. 

One find which, in the first report 
of the discovery awakened attention, 
was that of a primus stove which stood 
on the rocky shelf above Andree’s skel- 
eton, and which was still almost quite 
full of paraffin. 

Close to the primus stove stood an 
aluminum cup, and one gained the im- 
pression that the rocky ledge had 
served as some kind of shelf. 

This was confirmed, too, by the 
Isbjorn’s find when, on the same ledge 
above Fraenkel’s remains, there were 
found a spirit stove, a cooking vessel 
and an aluminum spoon. ‘A fruit knife 
ulso was found here. 

Down in the tent lay other cooking 
utensils—even a pan and a plate on 
which were some remains of food. 

There were also some _ provision 
boxes. Here, too, lay a wooden box, 
containing sewing material and the ex- 
pedition’s supply of money, amounting 
to 160 rubles and $80 in gold and 
silver. 

Many articles lay spread about out- 
side the tent. Among these were the 
expedition’s medicine chest, contain- 
ing medicine and bandages; a wooden 
box containing a large supply of 
matches, and the bronze grapnel. 

Here, also, spread about, lay parts 
of the skeletons of the two men, who 
had died in the tent, which had been 
pulled outside by animals.

That was his story and stubbornly 
he persisted in it througnout the 16 
months it took to get the case to trial.

The son tried 
to win sympathy by two not very im- 
pressive attempts at suicide while the 
trial was going on. The best lawyers 
in the land labored to prove that 
Charles Barataud was shielding the 
tragic secret of a dead friend. 

The day came when the arguments 
on both sides had been summed up. 
The Judge instructed the jury in 
whose hands rested Barataud’s life.
